. THE astounding outrages upon our people which have been enacted 


The Outiadec’ in South Wales will bring a blush of shame to the check 
in Wales. of every decent-minded citizen. That anarchy could he 
let loose upon whole communities in a component part 
of the United Kingdom is a suggestion which would have been scouted 
by most people, and not least by Jews—a week ago. Yet we have 
seen our coreligionists, while engaged in peaceful pursuits, exposed to 
assaults which remind us of nothing so much as the work of a drunken 
Russian mob. The drama of violence which has been proceeding con- 
currently and on a larger scale elsewhere threw. into comparative 
obscurity the events at Tredegar and the sister towns in the Welsh 
hills. But when the greater anxiety has calmed down and people 
have had an opportunity of realising what has taken place in the ease 
of the Jews of South Wales, they will fervently wish that terrible chapter 
of contemporary life unwritten. For it is a chapter that Introduces us 
for the ‘first time to all the horrors of continental anti-Semitism. 
After the events of thts week nobody can again say that, as far as the 
anti-Jewish malady is concerned, Great Britain shows a clean bill of 
health. That is the tragedy —the ominous tragedy—of the situation 
[tis not difficult to understand the causes that have prodticed the 
recent outrages. The Jews of the South Wales 
The Gauses. towns have been largely engaged in business.  Busi- 
ness in Wales, and especially with the Jews. o! 
Wales, who have to adapt themselves to local demands and customs, 
means credit. Credit, unfortunately, mn the sort of trade 
followed, means too often legal pressure process. That 
large numbers of native Welshmen should owe money to Jews 
(even for goods honestly sold), and that some of them should 
find themselves sued by these strangers (frequently not British- 
born) created a feeling of annoyance and irritation. Some of the 
Jews owned property, which meant the added annoyance of paying 
rent to them, or lability to ejection at their hands. The Jews, too, 
were seen, in Many cases, tO get On and prosper, as a result of keenness 
and assiduity: and that did not improve the popular feeling towards 
them. Occasionally one or LWoO of them have heen harsh and 
tvrannical, or some, here and there, may have been over-reaching in 
business transactions, and so the animosity gathered strength. The 
next thing that happens is the strike. Passions are let loose, the Taw 
ceases to count, and the new development forms the. matel which 
ienites the inflammable anti-Jewish sentiments that pervade the Jewish 
area. Once the hillside is well alight, greed and the love of loot do the 
rest. And the ruin of the Jewish inhabitants-—as we see it to-day—is 
the result. 


It is a well-worn story—not much different from that which has come 
to us in days gone by from many a continental town, and which 
reaches us with persistent iteration from Russia. But it has fallen to 
callant little Wales" to write it afresh in characters.

not sympathise with him. And so the oppression which makes pogroms 
in Russia seatters its bloody seed in other lands. “Yesterday it was 
Siedlice. To-day it is Tredegar, Rhymney, Brynmawr, Ebbw Vale, and 
Cwm. To-morrow it may be—who knows? The oppression by 
Russia is thus a world-wide Jewish oppression. It threatens the 
peace of every Jewry unto the ends of the earth. | That is the gravity 
of the situation; and against it mere philanthropic measures must and 
will break as ineffectuallly as the spray upon the sea-shore. 

We should be extremely loth to say anything which would reflect 
upon the conduct of the authorities in this grave 
emergency. But we are compelled to ask whether 
all due energy was shown in the suppression of the 
Welsh riots.. Our own Special Commissioner states that the military 
arrived at Cwm after the riots had ceased. ~The town,” he says, 
telegraphing on Wednesday, — is again unprotected to-day, and further 
disturbances are feared to-night.’’ Telegraphing from Ebbw Vale he 
states that :— 


Mr. Abrahams, draper, in Market Street, the main thoroughfare here, who 
escaped the riot on Monday night, tells me that the crowd openly declared they 
would attack his shop on Tuesday. The threat was carried out, as his shop was 
smashed and pillaged last night. Iregret to say he informed me that not a police- 
man or a soldier was to be seen till after damage was done. 


Three 
Queries. 


We make no charges against the responsible officials ; but we are 


justified in asking whether all was done that could have been done to 
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avert the calamity which has befallen. Our next query is addressed 
to the Board of Deputies. We do not know whether that body has been 
kept informed by the representatives of its Welsh constituencies of the 
state of feeling in South Wales. Certainly. we have never heard such 
subject raised atthe Board’s meetings. But the immediate question 
that arises is, is the Board fully alive to the present situation? The 
members are at present in recess: but the position with all its serious 
possibilities is one which may reasonably be regarded as grave enough 
to warrant interference with a holiday. Our third question is addressed 
to the community as a whole. The Jews in the affected area are 
without any leader of ability and. prestige, even slightly above the 
average. They have had nobody of considerable moral stature capable 
of influencing themselves and their Christian neighbours, and. of 
creating a spirit of harmony between both sections. Has not the time 
come. at last, to remedy this vital defect 2? How long are the small 
isolated Jewish communities, scattered ap and down the country, to be 
left to their own devices and their own weaknesses? We do not forget 
that it was in this district of South Wales that the pecuhar communal 
activity, which has come to be known as” Brynwawring,” was mani- 
fested SO strenuously a few months ago.

[LAST month the first International Racas Congress met in London.

This, despite the fact that the 
prisoner shot the negro dead in open daylight and gave himself up to 
the police for the crime. There can, of course, be no doubt that had 
prisoner, a coreligionist by the by, wreaked lke summary treatment 
upon a white man he would have fared very differently at the hands of 
the jury which tried him.

Cruelty to 
Subject Races. 


Now, apart from all sentiments of righteous humanity and sheer human 
fealing, we Jews have a particular reason quite our own for uttering a 
solemn protest against the abominable callousness thus exhibited 
towards negroes. We know what it is to be treated as an inferior 
race—we have suffered, and are suffering accordingly. In Russia 
to-day, the very same attitude is adopted towards Jews who, if not 
lynched and burnt as a matter of sport, are subjected to all sorts of 
indignities and frequently murdered with practical impunity, The cause

is, as the Tynes the other day well pointed out, the same in all cases. To 
the white man the negro is a strange being whom he does not understand, 
When the negro does anything to offend him then the white man 1s 


seived. with a fear which lets loose every cruel passion 
of hate and revenge, anid ‘subdues every sentiment which 
we are in the habit of associating with civilisation,  JJutatis 


mutandis the same happens in the ease of the Jew. He is not under- 
stood or misunderstood, and when, mayhap, innocently —or even by the 
exercise of virtue or capacity-—he gives offence to those who regard 
themselves as his superiors, they are seized with inordinate fear, 
which results in an outburst of brutality. The Jew has much to gain 
from a better appreciation of the human rights of subject races, and 
should be one of the first to protest when such callousness and cruelty 
are exhibited as have recently occurred in America and Africa, and 
which have shocked all decent-minded persons.

With the adjournment of Parliament the National Insurance 
Bill is hung up until the autumn—-a position which 
has also been accorded to the Aliens Bills, the Shops 
Bill, and the Slaughter of Animals Bill.

been kept in the dark as to the real state of affairs in the Kuropean and 
Asiatic provinces of Turkey.’ To such an extent, says this writer, has 
the general public been kept in the dark that some three months ago 
ata moment when the Arabian and Albanian riots were at their height 
a Professor MARGOLIOUTH, at Oxford, in his address to the Eastern 
Question Association felt justified in declaring that. there was no longer 


any Kastern (Question, inasmuch as the Young Turks had put an end 
to it for ever. 


Glass Houses. 


It will be noticed how the correspondent, in order to buttress up his 
case, drags in erypto-Jews, and the Press that is “indirectly under 
Jewish control.” It would be interesting to be informed what real 
connection there is between the Jew and crypto-Jew in Turkey ; what 
amount of Judaism there is either in the erypto-Jews or the indirect 
ulleged Jewish controllers of the Press; and, finally, which and where 
are the newspapers to which the correspondent is referring. Further, 
if the so-called Jewish portion of the Press wilfully misled the public, 
why did not the rest of the Press supply the correct information so 
that Professor Margoliouth should not go astray?

THE LESSON OF TREDEGAR. 
By MENTOR. 


HE Jew must be burnt!” It is, alas! an old story. It has taken the 
garb of almost every nation amidst which Jews have been thrown 
these two thousand years. To-day—strange spectre !—it appears 
dressed as a modern Britisher, and we have the sorry spectacle in the 
twentieth century of a violent mob-attack in these islands directed 
against Jews. . We rub our eyes and wonder if we are awake-—if all this is 
true or but some wretched nightmare. It is hard to believe ‘that here. in this 
blessed land of which we were wont to boast that in it anti-Semitism: eould | 
not raise its head, Jews are the victims of mob violence which, in some of its 
details would not have done discredit to the vodka-swilled Katzap. who goes 
to man the Black Hundreds of Russia and to gain the approving encouragement 
of the Tsar. 


For let us be under no delusion—-what has happened at Tredegar 
and in its neighbourhood this week is a counterpart of the  pog- 
roms Russia. It is the same disease, differing in intensity. 
differing in exact sequelw, differing incidenee  doubtless—but it 
is the same disease, the spirit possessing men's minds that “the Jes 
must be burnt.” And only if we grasp this ugly fact borne in upon us 
with grim suddenness—that the disease of anti-Sermitisim is here too -—-that it 
has been but lying dormant ready to burst out like lava shootine from the 
voleano—only if we grasp this ugly fact shall we be able to estimate correctly 
the doings that have startled us in’ South Wales. 


L.et us see what has occurred, SO far aus We able to. trom such reports 
as have reached us. There has been in South Wales. as in the rest of the 
country, «a large deal of unrest. which manifested itself in strikes, and. ine: 
dentally, in much lawlessness. A wave of discontent at things as they are 
has pervaded the masses, a desire for betterment of conditions and a deter- 
Inination to obtain it. The struggle was between labour on the one hand and 
capital on the other. Neither of these opposing forces cin be said to have a 
complexion speeitically Jewish. There are Jewish capitalists to be sure. but 
there are more Jews labouring people — persons who depend on their daily labour 
for their livelihood who are Jews. Indeed. in the main issues of the con 
troversy that has been raving, Jews have had little direct eoncern.. There 
are few Jews who are dock labourers, few who are railway employees » none. 
I think it is safe to say. who are on the boards of either the dock or the rail- 
Way companies. So that in the war whieh las waved there has been no 
Jewish element. But the lawless spirit once let loose had to vent itself. It 
has been most rampant in South Wales and it soon found—the Jew. And 
that for the identical reason that unrest, discontent, lawlessness have found 
the Jew elsewhere, because the Jew is—the Jew. and brings upon himself 
dislike accordingly. | 

The cause of this dislike was pointed out only a few days ago in a leading 
article in the Times. The writer showed thit Jews share the sentiment on 
the part’ of the multitude with many other races when peoples of those 
races happen to be strangers inca large minority in a strange dand. They 
are not understood —they are feared, and when for any reason the people 
amongst whom they live find in them any offence, they become the victims of 
fear which falls back upon brutality for self-defence. This is constantly the 
case with negroes ;-it was so with the “foreign devils’? in China. The Jew, 
necessarily segregated socially from the general population, one of a different 
race and creed, is not understood—appreciated to use the word in its scientific 
sense. By reason of ‘his position amongst the peoples of the world-——of lus 
being in a condition of symbyosis everywhere—he is lower in status, in prestige. 
The rest follows in his case whether he is in Russia in the twentieth century, 


In South Wales, the motive which caused mob violence to turn on the 
Jews is said to be resentment because of the occupations carried on by them, 
and because certain Jews had been grasping or a certain Jew had been a harsh 
landlord. I happen to know particularly well the whole of the district in which 
the infamous doings against Jews have been enacted, and can say at once 
that this excuse is sheer paltry moonshine. There are bad Jews there and 
there are good Jews—just the sort of average, mutatis mutandis, that you find 
in anv other section of Jewry, London or provincial, English-born or foreign— 
no better and certainly no worse. Nor was it because the Jews in South 
Wales were “aliens.” Some of the chief victims of the mob were natives 
of Wales, were identified with municipal work. It has been sought to 
show that Jews in the district carry on undesirable trades. But non- 
Jews carry on identical callings, and a Christian landlord is frequently 
as unchristian as any Jew. If there were any validity in the excuse 
set up the lawlessness would have been directed against all carrying on 
certain trades or against all persons living upon rent. That the Jew is selected 
renders it manifest that we have in the neighbourhood of which Tredegar is 
the centre an attack directed against the Jew because he is a Jew—not because 
of his religion but because of his racial position, and not because he is a 
tallyman, a pawnbroker, or a landlord. It is the repetition of history— 
“the Jew must be burnt!" Very wicked, very infamous, reprehensible to the 
last degree. But these considerations, palpable and obvious, will not help us. 
Rather let us garner without a moment's delay, the qbvious lesson from this 
Jews’ striking that has disgraced the land. 


What we must. fix upon our minds is the lesson I have endeavoured to 


disease from which so much of Jewry suffers—which is acute in Russia—we 
are, It has now been made manifest, prone to here. It will be argued, per- 
haps. that there is all the difference in the world because the Government and 
the authorities, and many of the better class of the inhabitants, at once came 
to the protection of the Jews of South Wales-and shielded them, as far as they 
could, from the mob. sut that only means that the disease here is still in a 
comparatively mild form. -Its severer attacks involve ‘the forees which should 
be those of law and order. — Here it-is only the baser of the populace that is 
infected. In Russia the infection is more general—that is all. And it would 
be-as absurd to arcvue that plague in one country was not plague in another 
because in one it was general and in the other it was confined to a few cases. 
If further proof of the correctness of the diagnosis were wanted, it could be 
found in what may be termed the premonitory symptoms. For years Jews 
lived in this country in peace. They were granted emancipation, and theirs was 
the most absolute inditferentiation, legally and socially. That was when we were 
afew inthe land. <A large migration takes place, and, although it still leaves 
us a comparative handful in the general population, there arises a different 
state of affairs. There is at once a complaint against the Jew—stupid, baseless, 
exaggerated, but still a complaint. It is argued against-—but what is the use 
or arguing with the man who shouts, “I do not Jove thee, Dr. Fell’? Then 
follows an Aliens Act--not directed. against Jews—-oh! dear no—as if any 


Jewish migration, And then in sequence there follow demonstrations against 
Jews, first slight, in cases like Limerick and Dowlais, and then. severe, 
such as the one-that has. stirred us in South Wales. When we. tind 


precisely the same course of events proceeding elsewhere and évervwhere, not 
only in modern times, but throughout history, is it not mere blind futility to 
pretend otherwise than that “one thing has happened to them all?” 


Let us then disabuse ourininds of the cant that the Jewish position in 
this country is essentially different from that elsewhere. — As there is violent 
anti-Semitisin Russia and Roumania, chronic anti-Semitism in Germany, 
sporadic anti-Semitism France. rampant anti-Semitisin ino Austria, inter: 
mittent anti-Semitism in America, incipient anti-Semitism in) Turkey, so we 
have the fell as yet anuld formom this country. We are not free 
of the infection, we eannot be free beeause we are Jews positioned here just 
as elsewhere-—Jews in the same sort of condition vrs a rrsx the general popula 
tion.’ And whatever the remedy. whatever the serum which will destroy the 
bactllus--if remedy or serum there be-—Jews cannot be immune here until 
that remedy or serum is adopted by the whole race—though we have three 
Jews who are Ministers in the present Government of the country. Thus South 
Wales comes to tell us, in tones of no uncertainty, that we Figlsh Jews 
have no reason to claim essentind superiority of position over the Jews’ of the 
rest of thre world. SO PANY of Us have SO constantly been 11) the hibit of 
doing. This is the chief lesson of Tredegar. Many of us had learnt it long 
avo, but some people require a surgical operation —or a violent riot —to get a 
fact into their heads. Tredegar has supplied it.

REMARKABLE OUTBREAK. 


Shops Looted and Wrecked. 


TROOPS EMPLOYED. 


Jews Forced to Leave the District. 


OUTRAGEOUS SCENES. 


An extraordinary outbreak, directed against Jews, has taken place during the 
week in South Wales. The attack which, beginning in Tredegar, spread to a con- 
siderable area, dnd involved many other places, appears to have been premeditated 
and designed, opportunity doubtless having been taken of the railway strike and the 
consequent derangement of the train service to wreak damage against Jews, concern. 
ing whom there has for some time past been considerable ill-feeling in the district. 
The immediate grievance of the mob was declared to be the conduct of certain 
Jews as landlords the honsing question being a very critical one in Tredegar 
and the neighbourhood—and bitter complaints of grasping extortion were made. It 
was complained that rents had been abnormally increased, non-Jews turned out to 
make room for Jews, and harsh exiguousness exercised in collection of dues. It is 
difficult to say what amount of validitv there is in these grievances, but 
there can be no question that they are vastly exaggerated. The riot, 
which began on Saturday night in Tredegar, quickly assumed dangerous 
proportions and spread like fire to the surrounding district. Insome few instances, 
others besides Jews suffered, but these exceptions appear to have been accidental, 
the. attack, as we have said, being clearly directed against the Jews of the 
neighbourhood. 


The beginning of the disgraceful affair took place on Saturday night and 
Sunday morning at Tredegar. In the result eighteen shops and houses, all of 
them owned by Jews, were looted and either entirely or partially wrecked. 

The rioters returned to their fell work on Monday and Tuesday evenings, and 
as will be seen from the reports below, not until the Riot Act was read and the 
military invoked was order restored. On Monday and Tuesday rioting was 
general in the mining valleys. Ebbw Vale, Rhymney, Tredegar, Cwm, Victoria, 
Brynmawr, Bargoed and Beaufort were all more or less seriously affected, 
and looting was carried out on a large scale. In many, places so serious 
was the aspect of the disturbances, that the Riot Act was read and 
the military were called out, and orders to fix, bayonets and clear the 
streets were found to be necessary. 
press, no lives have been lost, so far as is known, but hundreds of Jews have 
been ruined, having been robbed of their all, and many who were in good 
positions are now left destitute. Indeed, the happenings of the last few days in South 
Wales read of nothing so much as of the pogroms we have deplored in Russia. 
At Ebbw Vale, on Monday, rioters armed with crowbars, sticks, stones, and 
bottles, broke into a tobacconist’s shop and entered the living apartments, so that 
the inhabitants—-men, women and children—who were unarmed, had to secrete 
themselves in an attic, and were rescued only by the arrival of the military. 
Upon being released from their hiding-place, they found the shop totally wrecked, 


and the goods stolen. Gas fittings had been wrenched off and the boardings of the 


floor torn up. On all hands there was one cry —that the Jews must be forced out 
of South Wales. Many of the Jews have hastily departed from Tredegar, and the 
neighbouring towns, leaving their h 
their lives. 

Two matters in connection with the attack at Tredegar, for which 
the local paper vouches, must be mentioned. The first is that the 
rioters ‘“‘callously sang several favourite Welsh hymn _ tunes prior to 
commencing their work of ransacking.” The other is the following :— 
‘‘The rioters,’’ we are told, ** were guilty of some inhuman acts of persona] 
violence, and one woman, who had only been confined three days previously,

It is difficult, since the rioting extends over so large an area and at so many 
places, to obtain anything like a concrete story of what bas occurred, but we have 
gathered below reports from various districts, and we append also reports from 
a special commissioner, whom we despatched to the affected district on Tuesday 
last. Certainly, since the year 1290, when Jews were banished from England, 
prior to which there were constant attacks on Jews in various towns, no such 


instance of organised, premeditated violence against our people has occurred in 
this country. 


AT TREDEGAR. 


The trouble, says the Western Mail, began shortly before midnight, when 
crowds of people were to be seen in the streets discussing the railway men’s 
strike. There was, however, apparently nothing to provoke disorder. 

Suddenly a commotion was heard in a bye-street, and there emerged into 
Castle Street a band of about 200 young men, singing, shouting, and making 
hideous noises. It soon transpired that this gang had attacked the residence of a 
Jew in Salisbury Street, smashing the windows and greatly terrifying the occupants, 
although no personal violence was attempted. 

- From Castle Street the mob marched into Commercial Street, and halting 
opposite a shop kept by a Jew, became very demonstrative and threatening. By 
this time the streets had become thronged with people attracted by the general 
pandemonium, the smashing of glass being frequently heard above the din. Only 
a small number of police were available, und they were quite unable to quell the 
riot. 


A Fifty Years’ Resident. 


A section of the marauders, bent on further mischief, rushed into Church 
Street, where there are a number of shops kept by Jews. Halting opposite one 
of these establishments they aimed a fusillade of stones at the windows, smashing 
the glass to atoms. The hooligans then swarmed round the windows and took 
possession of everything they could lay their hands upon, including a considerable 
quantity of jewellery. 

A move was then made to the nearest shop kept by a Jew, and this was 
similarly attacked and looted. The same fate befell tive other shops kept by Jews 
in the street. The police authorities exerted themselves as far as possible in pre- 
venting the destruction, but their efforts were unavailing, the crowd numbering 
several thousands. | | 

The mob, who had become absolutely out of control, returned to Commercial 
Street, and of the seven shops kept by Jews in that thoroughfare—at which con- 
siderable business is carried on—only one escaped complete destruction. The 
next locality visited was Bridge Street, where volleys of stones demolished the 
windows of the shops kept by Jews in that thoroughfare, everything within reach 
being stolen. | 

During the hostile demonstration in front of one of the shops, the occupant of 
which has resided in Tredegar for about fifty years, a number of prominent towns- 
men placed themselves in front of the premises and appealed to the mob to desist 
from such madness. The only response was the hurling of stones, one of which 
narrowly missed the head of a gentleman who had made a special appeal to the 
mob. Almost every shop in the street kept by Jews was wrecked. Another 
business establishment in Queen Victoria Street, kept by a Jew, who has always 
been prominent in the public life of the town, was attacked with great determina- 
tion and completely wrecked. In all eighteen shops, the proprietors of which were 
Jews, were wrecked and looted, but no other business premises were interfered with. 


Violence and Looting. 


An exciting incident occurred in front of one of the shops. A rioter rolled up 
a large bundle of paper, which he had collected and was about to set it ablaze 
and throw it into the shop, where there was a large quantity of inflammable goods. 
His object was foreseen, and what might have been a serious feature in the general 
pandemonium was frustrated by some bystanders. 

Looters could be seen in all directions laden with spoil. 
observed carrying his bowler hat half filled with watches. Another was seen 
carrying away a bedstead on his back, while others played concertinas, accordions, 
and other musical instruments taken from the wrecked premises. 

The crowd were mad with excitement and most threatening in their 
demeanour. This wild rioting continued for several hours, the police being quite 
unable to cope with the disorder. Eventually police reinforcements arrived in a 
conveyance from Ebbw Vale. These were drawn across the main entrances to 
the town, to prevent the incursion of masses of people who had been attracted by 
the row, and, after stern measures had been resorted to, the streets were cleared 
about four o’clock on Sunday morning. |

RIOTING CONTINUED ON SUNDAY. 


The rioting at Tredegar which took place on Saturday night broke out afresh 
on Sunday evening, and it was only the presence of the military, hurriedly sum- 


_ moned to the town, and police reinforcements that caused the crowd to disperse in 


the small hours of the morning. As it was determined charges had to be made by 
the police, and the magistrates stood by ready with the Riot Act, and the military 
stood to attention equally ready to carry out the dread sequel to its reading. On 
Sunday evening at the request of the magistrates, the preachers at the various 


go straight home and not parade the streets, but unfortunately the advice given 


with men, women, youths, and young girls. 

The military, said to be about 180 strong, came from the Cardiff Barracks 
Field camp, travelling by train to Pontlottyn and then marching across the Cefn 
Goleu Mountain to Tredegar. Ugly rumours were current early that the mob 
intended to wreck the Jewish shops that were left on Saturday night, but it was . 


hoped the presence of the military would have a beneficial effect. 


The local magistrates assembled at the Town Hall, as being more central than 


the police station, in readiness to read the Riot Act should things assume a serious 


character, 


The centre of the town was crowded at 10.30, when the appearance of a 
motor car, containing eight constables, was greeted by hoots and derisive 
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Military Aid. 
Before the arrival of the military the mob marched up and down Castle 
Street, and got into Commercial Street, where a fusillade of stones was thrown 
against the windows of the Jewish shops there, and one of the Jewish shops was 
looted. The police attempted to move on the crowd, and had to resort to a baton 
charge. The police were met with a shower of stones, but persisted in the 
charge, during which several persons, including a woman, were knocked down. 
When the military, consisting of a detachment of the Somerset, Light 
Infantry and the Worcester Regiment, arrived at 10.40, they lined up outside the 


Town Hall, and on receiving information of the disorder in Commercial Street, 
marched in that direction with fixed bayonets. 


Appealing to the Mob. 


The local magistrates were in evidence at Commercial Street. Mr. A.S. Tallis, 
manager ef the Tredegar Iron Works, appealed to the crowd, and an understanding 
was arrived at that if the police retired the crowd would clear. | 

The magistrates, with Mr. E. H. Davies, magistrates’ clerk, who had motored 
from Bassaleg, remained at the Town Hall. é 

A large crowd assembled at the Circle, and Mr. A. S. Tallis, with Mr A. 
Onions, miners’ agent, appeared on the balcony of the Town Hall. Mr. Tallis 
addressed the crowd, and said that an honourable understanding had been arrived 
at at Commercial Street, that if the police retired to the Town Hall and only the 
military were allowed to march along the streets the crowd would disperse. Several 
voices: But not with fixed bayonets. 

Mr. Tallis said he was not going to ask any soldier who was on duty in the 
King’s name to unfix his bayonet. | 

The crowd did not disperse, but a detachment of the soldiers wheeled, and 
several of the crowd, evidently thinking that they were going to fire, rushed away. 
A portion of the soldiers marched up the street, the other portion remaining in 
front of the Town Hall. . | 


The police acted with wonderful forbearance right through the crisis, and did 
not charge until they were actually forced to in defence, of property. At 12 
o'clock, however, large crowds assembled in the streets, and there was intermittent 
window-breaking going on. 


A Baton Charge. 


At 12.10, the Monmouthshire Constabulary, in charge of the Chief Constable, 
headed by the local magistrates, marched from the Town Hall up Commercial 
Street, where a detachment of the Somerset Light Infantry were lined up. The 
Chief Constable gave orders for a baton charge, and the men responded, clearing 
the streets. One of the mob was knocked down, and was attended by one of the 
military. | 

At one o’clock on Monday morning, large crowds were assembling -in the 
streets, but the police made further baton charges, and cleared them. The police 
were met by a fusillade of stones from bye-streets, but not much damage was 
done. At the Circle, a detachment of the Woreesters were lined up. At the 
Town Hall, where the military were quartered, Mr. 'T. Lewis, the senior maygis 
trate of Tredegar, remained in attendance to read the Riot Act in case of a 
further outbreak. 


MONDAY NIGHT. 


Rioting was resumed at Tredegar on Monday night. 

At 8.30 the town was in a ferment, and business establishments in (om- 
mercial Street, were warricaded, whilst magistrates issued an order that the 
public-houses should be closed at 4 o’clock. Capt. C. D. Lewis, of the Tredegar 
Fire Brigade, ordered the firemen to be at the station in case of emergency, while 
the District Council arranged that the water supply should be continued during 
the night instead, as has been the case during the past fortnight, being cut off at 
10 p.m. in the morning. <A squad of the Worcesters left Carditf for Tredegar by 
the 8.40 train. 

Shortly after 9 o’clock large crowds commenced to parade the steeets, singing 
Aberystwyth” and“ Fall in and follow me.” At ten minutes to ten the police 
made several charges and cleared the crowds. 


Riot Act Read. 


Just before 10 o'clock about tifty of the Monmouthshire police assembled 
outside the Town Hall, and as soon as they put in an appearance, one of the 
crowd, which had assembled, threw a stone weighing about two pounds, which 
knocked down one of the constables. 

_ The police, in charge of Superintendent Saunders, of Tredegar, immediately 
made a baton charge, and temporarily cleared the crowd, which numbered some 
thousands. 

Several men and boys were struck about the head, a number sustaining severe 
injuries. 

As matters now assumed a rather serious aspect, it was deemed advisable, by 
the magistrates assembled, to read the Riot Act, and this was done by Mr. Thomas 
Lewis, the senior magistrate of the town. 

Then the military, under the command of Major Thicknesse, of the Somerset 
Light Infantry, loaded their ritles with ball cartridge, and took up positions in 


different parts of the town, which was soon effectively cleared of the parading 
crowds. | 


ANOTHER REPORT. 


Scenes even more turbulent than those of Saturday and Sunday, we learn 
from the Western Mail, followed on Monday night, and many men and youths are 
lying in hospital, the victims of the stampede when the police charged from the 
Town Hall steps into the square so densely packed that at times it was impossible 
to move. | 

Up till ten o’clock there had been no serious trouble, but the town had become 
so terrorised by the happenings of the past few days that the greatest precautions 
were taken to protect life and property in the event of a repetition of the riots. 
Business premises closed long before the usual hour, and, upon the orders of the 
local magistrates, the inns and hotels shut up at nine o’clock. Nearly every shop 
in Commercial Street was barricaded, in anticipation of further outbreaks among 
the crowds parading the streets. \ 

Hundreds of people swarmed into Tredegar during the night from surrounding 
districts—principally Rhymney and Ebbw Vale—and gangs of rowdy youths sang 
— songs in the main streets, and behaved generally in a manner anything but 
orderly, 


AT EBBW VALE. 


The outbreak which began at Tredegar quickly spread to Ebbw Vale, and on 
Monday night a determined attack was made upon the Jews of the district. 

The military and police had been, materially strengthened, but were held in 
reserve, and were not paraded till ten o'clock. It was then that the trouble 
began. As the police were forming into line in front of the Town Hall someone 
threw a stone, quite 2lb. in weight, over the heads of the crowd, felling one of the 
officers to the ground, where he lay insensible till some of his colleagues ran and 
picked him up and carried him to a place of safety. 

Superintendent Saunders immediately gave the order to charge, and, with 
batons drawn, the police made a terrific onslaught through the square. The 
densely-packed crowd had formed themselves into a big circle, and there was a 
wild stampede as the police rushed upon them. Women screamed on the out- 


skirts of the crowd and children went down with men in the mad rush. Scores 


were pushed headlong to the ground and trampled upon, and the scene at that 
moment was indescribable. 


The main streets were quickly entered, and the troops drawn across in front 
of the Town Hall. Here from the steps the Riot Act was read by Mr. Thomas 
Lewis, J.P., the senior local magistrate, and afterwards the troops blockaded the 
streets, while the police took charge of another portion of the town. Better order 


then prevailed, and the crowds were kept on the move, but the police had to make 
repeated charges. 


Ugly rumours were in circulation throughout the day that an attack would be 
made on certain shops at Ebbw Vale, but up till 8 o’clock the condition of affairs 
in the streets was practically normal. Soon afterwards, however, people began to 
fill the streets with a mixed crowd, composed mainly of youths and boys. They 
began to congregate in large numbers in James Street in the vicinity of some shops 
owned by Jews, and a few stones were thrown at the windows of the shop of Mr. 


Goldblatt, clothier, but Sergeant Beech and a couple of men had very little diffi- . 


culty in dispersing the crowd, which moved on through Bethcar Street. Here a 
stand was made opposite the shop of Mr. Pech, a tobacconist, a coreligionist. 
Stones were freely thrown at the windows, and the glass was smashed, but there 
was no attempt at looting the shop at this period. . 

Later the crowd proceeded to Church Street, to another shop owned by one 
of the local Jews. The police, under Inspector Price, numbered only nine, and 
the position became so threatening that Dr. J. W. Davies and Mr. Alfred Jones, 
two local magistrates, hada consultation, and got into communication with the 
police authorities at Tredegar and sought immediate assistance, and also with 
Cardiff barracks, with the result that the authorities consented to send over 
seventy members of the Worcester Regiment and twenty constables from ‘Tredegar. 
This was shortly before 11 o'clock. | | 

Looting. 

At that time the crowd started looting in Bethcar Street, and only a few of 
the tradesmen did not suffer as a consequence. The mob first attacked the shop 
of Mr. Pech, tobacconist, and cigars, cigarettes, pipes, and walking-sticks were 
carried away. Inspector Price and his men tried-to prevail on the crowd to desist, 
but all to no avail. The mob was apparently out for loot, and the shop was 
practically cleared. Inspector Price stood opposite the shop and was thrown 
down two or three times by the crowd. In the melé¢e he was badly hustled about 
and lost his helmet. From Mr. Pech’s shop the crowd tried to get into the shop 
of Mr. Wiselman, furnisher, but the window shutters were firmly fixed, and the 
crowd were only able to smash the top of the windows. 


Police Inspector Injured. 


A section of the crowd turned to Mr. Pech’s outfitting shop, which adjoins his 
other shop. The police were now absolutely powerless, Inspector Price having 
been badly trampled upon. The looters had little difficulty in) practically 
emptying Mr. Pech’s second shop. 

The looting fever spread, and simultaneously the shops of Mr. Habacuk, 
seneral dealer, Market Square; Mr. L. Goldblatt, outfitter, Briery Hill and 
George Street; Mr. Josephs, outfitter, Victoria Road; Mr. A. Wiselman, furniture 
dealer, Bethcar Street; Mr. Siedle, jeweller, Market Street, and a number of 
other shops were smashed and practically emptied. 


For about forty-five minutes men and women were rushing along the streets. 


loaded with anything they could carry-—-clocks, watches, brooches, ornaments, 
suits of clothes, hats, boots, tobacco, cigars, cigarettes, pipes, pouches, etc., ete. 

While the looting was at its highest, a few minutes before midnight, the ery 
went round, ‘The soldiers’ are coming.” The-effect was instantaneous. The 
looters tled to their houses like rabbits to. their holes. 

In a moment Inspector Lewis, Abertillery, with twenty men, and Captain 
Stevens, with a company of seventy of the Worcester Regiment, marched up the 
street. It was evident thaf there was a large body present who had no sympathy 
with the looters, for when the police and the military came they raised loud cheers. 


Riot Act Read. 


Dr. Davies promptly read the Riot Act, and the men fell in. 

‘Now then,” said Inspector Lewis to the crowd, “there is to be no nonsense, 
All you who have no business. outside had better go home.” 

‘Fall in,’’ he added to his men, and with this the remaining faction of the 
looters made themselves scarce. The heavy rain now falling encouraged them 
further to do so. 

On the way home a number of men were captured and taken to the police- 
station. One of them made a deperate struggle to get away, but six policemen 
escorted him to the police-station, where after further struggling he was locked up. 

By one o’clock in the morning (‘Tuesday) the military and police had returned 
to Bethcar Street, and all was quiet. | 


TUESDAY’S RIOTING. 


At Ebbw Vale, on Tuesday, the streets were crowded from an early hour in 
the evening, and shortly after dark the streets became practically impassable and 
the crowd was very restless. Mr. Alfred Jones, J.P., was in attendance at the 
police station, and with other magistrates gave an order that the public-houses be 
closed at nine o’clock, as further outbreaks were feared. Later a large section of 
the crowd drew up before the shop of Mr. J. Weiselman, furniture dealer, Bethcar 
Street, and in a few minutes the falling of glass in all directions indicated that the 
stone-throwing had commenced. In less than two minutes a company of the 
Worcester Regiment left the Market Hall and marched up Bethcar Street. They 
were joined by Inspector Lewis and a number of the police. 

Mr. Alfred Jones promptly read the Riot Act. 


Baton Charge. 


Whilst the Act was being read glass was falling in all directions. In a few 
minutes the police were in front of the military making a baton charge. The 


crowd ran in front, and proved particularly mobile. Some of them responded by | 


stone-throwing, but the majority took to their heels and escaped the batons of the 
lice. 

Lance-Corporal Sanders, of the Worcesters, received a nasty blow with a 
stone, and for a time was put out of action. He was promptly attended to, and 
the military and police proceeded after the mob, who ran up various side streets. 
Directly the military passed stone tlrrowing was again resumed by sections of the 
crowd, who had got back from the side streets. The position became very difficult 
for the police and military to deal with, for no sooner had the mob been driven in 
one direction than they came back from another. | 


Extensive Looting. 


The authorities at the police station, realising the position, telephoned for the 
Hussars from Tredegar. In the meantime, window breaking and looting was 
started in Market Street and other places. The rioting was not now confined to 
shops owned by Jews. The mob was bent on thieving, and Jew and Gentile 
suffered alike. Messrs. Pegler’s premises in Market Street were smashed, and a 
man, whose name is at present unknown, was injured by the falling glass, he 
having, it is said, been pushed through. 

Mrs. Lyons’ shop in Market Street, which had been barricaded during the 
day, was also smashed, the boards being ruthlessly taken down. Young men and 
elderly women were seen loading their aprons with quantities of clothing—hats, 
ties, collars, etc., and marching away. Mr. Amiels’ drapers’ shop at Moun 
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Pleasant Road- was also looted of most of its contents, as well as a number of 
shops in Market Street. 


Military Charge the Mob. 


The military were telephoned for to return from Victoria, and they responded 
to the call immediately, and charged the mob who were still looting Mrs. Lyons’ 
premises in Bethcar Street and carrying away jewellery and other valuable articles. 

The crowd were also driven before the police, who used ‘heir staves pretty 
freely. Most of the crowd made for the Newtown district, which is on the other 
side of the valley. The police and military subsequently returned to the vicinity 
of the Post Office, where they made ancther charge and eventually returned 
shortly after midnight to the police station. 

Prior to this, however, the Hussars had charged down in the direction of Cwm, 
and subsequently split up into sections, driving the mob before them in 
all directions. A man was seriously injured and had to be medically 
attended. Several others were injured in the baton charges, and were taken away 
by their friends. Shortly after midnight matters assumed a quieter condition. 
The military and police returned to the Market Hall. Inquiries at the Cottage 
Hospital showed that no cases had been admitted, although the police reports 
stated that several of the mob were injured. One man was arrested. 


AT RHYMNEY VALLEY. 


The lawlessness had now spread to Rhymney, which was on Monday the 
scene of much. disorder. 


Soon after darkness set in a number of youths started. demonstrating 


in the Square at Rhymney, and they were soon joined by others, with the result 
that a crowd of several thousands went on a tour of mischief. There was nothing 
resembling an organised riot for some time, and the only scenes were those of 
horseplay. Then a stone was thrown, and riotous conduct became general. As 
at Tredegar, it seemed tlint some of the people were bent on damaging property 
of tradesmen of the Hebrew faith, but damage was not confined to their premises, 
and many of the disorderly people threw stones indiscriminately at shop windows. 
[In the Square the windows of Mr. Fine’s outtitting shop were smashed, and similar 
treatment quickly followed to the premises of .Mr. Evans, grocer. The drapery 
establishment of Mr. Abrahams, of Beulah Hill, was also attacked before the 
‘crowd marched on to High Street. The police behaved pluckily, but Sergeant 
Stevens end his few constables could not cope with the big crowd, who went on 
and raided the grocery stores of Mr. W. B. Jones. There was some looting, but 
the crowd appeared to be out only to do damage to property. Proceeding to High 
Street, they broke the windows of the house-furnishing shop of Mr. Israel Fine, 
damaging other windows on the way. Heavy rain helptd the police to scatter the 
crowd, which quickly thinned after 11 o'clock. | 

At 1 o'clock on Tuesday morning there was still a large crowd roaming about. 
One man was injured by falling glass, and was taken to the Cottage Hospital. 

Most damage was done to the outtitting establishment of Mr. Israel Fine, 


whose shop is the largest in the town, and is nearly opposite the police station. 


RIOTING ON TUESDAY. 


learing further disturbances in the Rhymney Valley, the authorities took the 
precaution of drafting additional police to the various towns. At Bargoed thirty 
additional police arrived, whilstat Rhymney where disturbances took place on Mon- 
day night, the police being reinforced and military, numbering 100, arrived about 
Hoan. Th public-houses closed at} p.m. Later a crowd of forty to fifty hoolli- 
vans marched from Upper Rhymney through Twyncearo, and on the way put out 
the street lamps. In the darkness they smashed many shop windows, including 
those of Messrs. Jomes and Handcock, vrocers, and Mr. W. Hopkin, grocer. 
Crowds of people paraded the town and looted premises which had _ previously 
been attacked. The force of police available was quite inadequate to deal with 
the disturbances, and the greatest disorder prevailed until the military arrived. 


Riot Act Read. 


The Riot Act was read and the infantry. were called out from the Lawn, and 
they proceeded to the Square, the scene of the commencement of Monday night’s 
operations, and for some little time quietude reigned. Then the old tactics were 
recommenced. Lamps were put out and this became the signal for stone- 
throwing. The mob, hiding in the darkness at Vaddy’s Pond, hurled a perfect 
fusillade of stones from this advantageous point in the direction of the Square, 
and, in addition to the damage which was done on Monday evening to Messrs. 
Fine’s windows, premises adjoining, belonging to Mr. D. W. Evans, J.P., were 
also damaged. | 

The police made several charges, but were forced to seek cover owing to the 
tying missiles. The Infantry were subsequently called upon to make charges. 
Stones were thrown, and one of the soldiers received a rather severe injury to the 
head. 

Fixed Bayonets. 


With tixed bayonets the military made several charges, scattering the crowd 


in all directions. The latter sought shelter at the rear of Lady Tyler’s Terrace. 


and other points of vantage, from which spot the soldiers had some little difficulty 
in dislodging them. 


Cavalry Charges. 


Shortly after 11 o’clock a company of Cavalry, the 4th Hussars, fifty or Sixty 
strong, headed by Mr. Bosanquet (Chref Constable of Monmouthshire), arrived 
from Tredegar and the mounted men charged up and down the street and drove 
the crowd in all directions. The majority of them sought their own homes. 


After a time the crowd was broken up. Peace, however, was not secured until 
half-an-hour after midnight. 


AT CWM. 


It was rumoured during Tuesday that there was a likelihood of disturbances 
at Cwm, a centre of 10,000 inhabitants about 34 miles from Ebbw Vale. Shortly 
after dark, when P.C. Jones was the only officer in the place, the others having 
been drafted to other disturbed areas, a number of youngsters smashed the 
windows of the shop of Mr. 8. Levin, a Jewish tobacconist, in Marine Street, 
and were not long in looting the whole of the goods. P.C. Jones was at the time 
guarding the shop of Mr. W. Goldblatt, a Jewish draper, in Marine Street. 
Councillor John Morgan and Councillor Michael Murphy appealed to the 
youngsters to desist looting Mr. Levin’s premises, but in vain, and the shop was 
practically cleared of its contents. Councillor Morgan narrowly escaped receiving 
a stone in his face. 

Shop windows at the premises of Mr. E, Levin, a brother. of Mr. S. Levin, 
and of Mr. Shapiro were also damaged. Mr. Shapiro for a time argued with the 
crowd, but in vain. A telephone message was sent to Ebbw Vale for reinforce- 
ments, and ina few minutes Captain Stevens and seventy men of the Worcester 
Regiment, with Sergeant Rowlands and ten members of the Monmouthshire Con- 
stabulary, left by a special train for Cwm, accompanied by Dr. J. W. Davies and 
Councillor John Evans (Chairman of the Ebbw Vale Council), who took with 


them copies of the Riot Act. At Cwm Station they were joined by the Cwm Fire 
Brigade, which had come out in case of incendiarism. * 


Troops Arrive. 


The arrival of the military and police was loudly cheered by a large crowd 
which had congregated. The cheers were renewed again and again as the military 


torial Battalion. 


and police marched down the main street. At Harrison Square a halt was made 
and the soldiers and police formed up. As Dr. Davies was preparing to read the 
Riot Act, Councillor Murphy stepped into the space and said :—-Men and women 
of Cwm, for God’s sake go home, and don’t disgrace the fair name of (‘wm. . Be 
sensible in time. Keep the children off the streets. What has happened to-night 
is a shame and a disgrace, and will be a disgrace as long as (‘wm is Cwm. The 
soldiers and police are here. Let us show them we are their friends. They do 
not want to shoot you down. Now be sensible, and do not give a chance to the 
doctor te read the Riot Act. (Cheers.) 

Councillor John Morgan followed, and said he had been born at Cwm, and had 
resided there for over forty years. ‘I have,” he said, ‘ never witnessed anything 
here the same as to-night. You have attacked a shop where a poor woman was 
lying ill. Itisashame and a disgrace. In the name of God, in the name of 
Heaven, I appeal to you to go home. Respect your characters, and if you go 
home no-one will be more pleased than the soldiers.” (Cheers. ) 

The crowd quietly dispersed. The Riot Act was not read. 


AT BRYNMAWR. 


The rioting threatened Brynmawr on Tuesday. Superintendent Hand, of the 
Breconshire Constabulary, was informed of sinister rumours early in the day, and 
he communicated with Captain A. S. Williams, Chief Constable of Breconshire, 
who motored from Talgarth to Brvnmawr during the afternoon and made arrange 
ments for adequately policing the town. In the early evening the streets were 


crowded with people, but there was no appearance of «isorder. 


A Baton Charge. 


Shortly after 8 o'clock a mob of about 100 strangers appeared at one of the 
entrances to the town near the Heathcote pond, along the old Cymro ‘Tramway. 
Their presence attracted some hundreds of townspeople from the Market Square, 
and one of the hooligans was heard to ask the Brynmawr people, ‘“‘ Be you for the 
men or the police?” Sergeant Price, Brynmawr, who with P.C.’s Thomas Jones 
and Kidd, were present, told the mob to get back to where they had come from, 
and as they did not respond the sergeants and constables charged them with batons, 
with the result that the mob turned on their heels and scattered in the direction 
of Ebbw Vale. The Brynmawr townspeople supported the police. 

To prepare for eventualities the Chief Constable appealed for volunteers as 
special constables, and there was a magnificent response, working men tlocking to 
the police station to be sworn in, the feeling amongst the townspeople being 
averse to any interference on the part of the rougher element from netghbouring 
centres to cast a slur on the fair fame of “‘the city of the hills.” 

At 10 o'clock some strangers who assembled at Brynmawr broke the windows 
of a jeweller’s shop kept by Mr. Cohen, but several civilians amongst the crowd 
interfered. Sergeant Price and several constables came up at the double, and 
amidst the cheers of the onlookers took two men into custody, the special police 
aiding the ordinary police magnificently. 


Devon Regiment Arrive. 


At about 11 o’clock a detachment of the Devonshire Kegiment from Newport, 
under the command of Captain Greening, arrived at Brynmawr, and marched 
through the main streets to the Drill Hall of the B Company (Brecknock) Terr - 
Mr. J. G. Bishop, the Mavistrate’s Clerk, was in attendance at 
the police station to advise the magistrates in case of necessity. 


AT BARGOED. 


The riot spirit reached Bargoed on Wednesday evening, where the attack. 
although part of the general uprising in the district against Jews, does not appear 
to have been contined to Jewish premises. At an early hour in the evening the 
Bargoed main thoroughfare—Hanbury Road—was densely packed with people, and 
round the Pier-head a thousand or so had congregated. Order prevailed from 
seven o'clock till about 9.30, the police chatting good humouredly with the crowd. 
The local police had been reinforced by thirty additional men, and this broucht 
the total up to about forty. 


Commencement of the Attack. 


At 9.30 the signal for stone-throwing was given by a crash near the Pier 
Head. The shop attacked, however, was apparently not owned by a Jew. 

Mr. Walter Lewis. miners’ agent, and Mr. Edward Jones, checkweigher, 
succeeded in drawing a large section of the crowd away from the scene to another 
spot, where a meeting was held, and these two gentlemen exhorted the crowd 
the majority of whom they believed were not there for any unlawful spirit, but 
attracted by curiosity--to go home quietly before any trouble commenced. 

The Pier Head is at the bottom of Hanbury Road, and here the majority of 
the police had a busy time keeping a watchful eye on the citizens’ property. But 
the crowd had become incensed, and in a very short time the tumult broke loose. 
A strategic move had been made by a number of the crowd, who outflanked the 
police near the Pier Head, and then entered Hanbury Road through one of the 
side-streets. 


Threatened with Revolver. 


The premises of Mr. I. B.. Barnett, jeweller and auctioneer, were made the 
target of a perfect fusillade of stones. One-half of Mr. Barnétt’s shop was stocked 
with jewellery, and the mob commenced to loot the valuables. This was too much 
for the proprietor, who presented himself at the doorway armed with a revolver, 
and threatened to shoot anyone who continued the depredations. This threat 
effectively overawed the crowd. | 

A remarkable feature about this outbreak was the daring of the crowd, inas- 


much as they were not more than twenty yards away from the police-station, and 
additional constables were hurrying to the scene. : 


Mob Hemmed In. 


The police showed equal strategy with the rioters, for a strong batch made a 
detour and entered the main road viz Cross Street. Thus the mob were caught 
between two sections of the police. Whilst plate-glass windows were smashing 
the police charged with batons drawn, and the crowd, hemmed in between the two 
forces, had only one means of escape--by Capel Street, midway between Mr. 
Barnett’s shop and the Pier Head. In this direction the rioters rushed, being 
pursued by the police, who used their truncheons right lustily. 

The main street was quickly cleared, the crowd making their way in the 
direction of Cardiff Road, West Street, and Heolddu Road, but the police believed 
~ no half-measures, and without any delay made another charge, doing further 

avoc. 


Military sent for. 


In the meantime a message had been despatched to Rhymney for the military 
who were held there in readiness for any outbreak in the valley. A special train 
was run through to Bargoed, and in less than fifteen minutes a contingent of the 
Worcestershire Regiment was on the spot. By this time, however, the streets 


had been partially cleared, and the services of the troops were not needed, nor was 
there any necessity for the Riot Act to be read. 


At midnight everything was fairly quiet, the majority of the crowd having 
wisely retired to their homes, 


— 
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THE GOVERNMENT AND THE OUTBREAK. 


Although complaints are general as to the lack of protection afforded by the 
authorities, it would appear that the Home Oftice took early measures for pro- 
tecting our people in the affected district. Dayan Hyamson. who had been 
appealed to by Jewish inhabitants in Tredegar, endeavoured to obtain the special 
protection of the authorities. In consequence of his request, Mr. Stuart M. 
Samuel, M.P., despatched on Tuesday the following telegram to the Home 
Secretary :-

Riots New Tredegar Ebbw Vale directed specitically against Jewish shops, renewal 
threatened New Tredegar this evening, earnestly recommend you telegraph immediately 
affording special police or military protection, definitely instructing officers in command 
that life and property Jewish citizens be exceptionally safeguarded throughout disturbed 
district.

IN THE AFFECTED DISTRICT. 


[Reports from our Special Commissioner.] 
In view of the continuance of the outbreak and riots in South Wales. we on 
Tuesday last despatched a special commissioner to the district. 


Telegraphing on 
Wednesday morning from Cwm, he says: 


I started this morning for this town, which is one of the most 
attected districts, (wm not being far from Ebbw Vale. Great excite- 
ment still prevails. Three shops of Jewish inhabitants were wrecked 
last night and = disturbances were renewed this morning. Boards 
placed for protecting shops were torn down. A tobacconist’s shop was 
completely looted, and the owner 1s rendered absolutely destitute. The rioters 
are local colliers who have no ground of grievance avainst Jews, and are 
merely rioting because the riot fever is abroad, and Jews are least capable of 
protecting themselves. Military arrived here last night after the riots had 
ceased. The town ts again unprotected to-day, and further disturbances 
are feared to-night. I have discussed the situation with several citizens. One 
and all express themselves as ashamed at the behaviour of the unruly elements 
which they declare is a disgrace to Wales. The Sovth Wore. dius of to dav. 
ina leading article, deplores the introduction of pogroms into the United 
Kingdom. 

Later in the day our Commissioner proceeded to Ebbw Vale, from which place 
he telegraphed as follows :— 

The streets of Ebbw Vale are thronyged by crowds discussing the situation, 
and there are several bandaged heads tobe seen as a result of the baton charges 
by the police. Carpenters are busy boarding up the fronts of Jewish shops, nearly 


all of which are severely damaged. I have had conversations with several 
Jewish traders, who are naturally in great consternation, and feel the utmost 
indignation at the lack of protection afforded by the authorities. = Mr. 
Abrahams, draper, in Market Street, the main thoroughfare here, who 
escaped the mot on Monday might, tells me that the crowd 
openly declared they would attack his) shop on. Tuesday, The 


threat was carried out, as his shop was smashed and pillaged last night. 
I regret to say he informed me that not a policeman or a soldier was to be 
“seen till after damave was done. Mr. Goldblatt, a furniture-dealer, an old 
man who has lived here twenty-five years, has lost hundreds of pounds worth 
of stock. There were repeated attempts to fire his premises. The Jews here 
all deny the reports that they have taken advantage.of the strike situation to 
oppress the inhabitants. What they say is that as Jews they keep to them- 
selves, have few friends among the general population, and therefore are 
defenceless. Mr. Goldblatt assured me that in the whole course of his 
business career he had never once had recourse to the County Court for 
recovering debts due to him and ‘had, as a matter of fact, lost large 
sums by refraining from suing debtors. Soldiers are still quartered 
here, as further disturbances are feared. A town’s meeting, however, Is con 
vened to take place at the drill ground this evening, to discuss means for pre- 
venting further disorders. Mr. Abrahams’ children are, [am sorry to report, 
severely ill through fright. The wife of another dealer. whose premises were 
pillaged in the riot, was just recovering from the ettects of childbirth, but 
has had a serious relapse through shock occasioned by the terrible doings 
of the mob. | 

Telegraphing from Rhymney on Wednesday, our Commissioner said : 

The situation here is very serious. About twelve shops have been 
smashed and looted. Further rioting is expected to take place to-night, 
infantry and cavalry are here, but the scattered nature of the town makes 
it difficult to control the mob. Incendiarism feared by both Jews and Gentiles. 
Looted shops include that of Fine’s, who are greatly respected. In conver- 
sation with Mr. Israel Fine, he told me that he thinks the trouble which 
spread from Tredegar arose there by reason of one Jew having aroused great 
animosity by his harsh treatment of tenants, the mob being inflamed by the 
success of the looting. At Tredegar the situation is said to be extremely grave. 
Our Commissioner later on Wednesday proceeded to Tredegar, whence he tele- 

¢vraphed as follows 


The situation here is somewhat easier than | had been led to expect, 
though anti-Jewish feeling is stronger than in any of the other. places I 
have visited. Christian residents with whom I have spoken referred in cordial 
terms to the Jews. ‘The town presents the appearance of a siege. In the 
main street nearly all the shops are barricaded, either because the windows 
are smashed or for protection. The Riot Act was read last night, but the 
presence of the troops is having a sobering effect, and no trouble is expected 
to-night. Great regret is expressed at the enormous damage inflicted upon inno- 
cent citizens.. One boot shop displays a notice offering fifty pounds reward if it 
could be proved that the shop was owned by Jews. The manager explained 
to me that he had no feeling against Jews, but was compelled to protect his pro- 
perty. This isa good illustration of the feeling prevailing. Riots are now 
general throughout the whole country-side, though the quieter elements of the 
population are most desirous that order shall be restored. The anti-Semitic 
feeling prevailing, is somewhat balanced by the cordiality evinced towards 
individual Jews. Several individual Jews have left here for safety, but 
the newspaper reports as to a wholesale flight are exaggerated. 


THE CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE. 
A JEWISH EXODUS. 


Writing on the situation in the South Wales district, a special correspondent 

of the Western Mail says :— 
There is an exodus of Jews from the Sirhowy Valleys. They are already 
scattered, up and down the country in a despondent mood, but, very naturally, 


they are feeling resentment against the rioters, who have cut short their 
business dealing in the populous colliery districts in the county. On Monday and 
Tuesday the trains leaving Tredegar and Ebbw Vale conveyed several Hebrew 
families to Cardiff, Newport, and other havens of refuge. There was a look 
of despair on their faces. Their departure was, in several instances, made the 
object of derision, but the concern of the. Jews at their enforced severance from 
their businesses was too overpowering to all of them to give heed to the sneers. 
At station after station down the valley on Tuesday, one, two three or 
nore Jews joined the train, whilst on the Pontllanfraith platform were 
ti be seen an eldefly Jew with his wife, and a younger Jewess with half-a-dozen 
toddling children, two of them in arms. It was a pitiful sight. Littered on the 
ground around them were their personal belongings, corded in a large counter- 
pane, broad scarves, and such like coverings. There is, or there was, a large 
community of these people in the valleys until the last few days. It is said that 
in ‘Tredegar alone their numbers have increased by about 400 during the last ten 
years. Before the end of the week their place will see them no more-—at least, 
until the feeling against them among certain sections of the community has 
simmered down. | 

During my visit to Tredegar on Tuesday plain questions to little groups of 
townspeople elicited blunt answers that explained the reasons for the remark- 
able outburst of feeling against the Hebrew community, and it was equally 
evident that the last had not been heard of violence in the district. This was 
also the view of the authorities, who were compelled ‘on Tuesday to make 
elaborate arrangements: for the quelling of further disturbances. On Tuesday 
night rumours of an intention to do similar havoc at Blackwood, Brynmawr 
and other colliery centres were rife. | 

Nothing to do with the Strikes. 

The Monmouthshire hill riots have nothing to do with the railway strike. At 
Tredegar the ire of the demonstrators was almost entirely directed against the 
Jewish community, who are said to monopolise, locally, certain businesses. It 
is alleged that a large number of the smaller houses are owned by the Jewish 
tradesmen, who stipulate that their tenants shall buy goods from them on the 
hire svstem. It is also alleged that exorbitant rents are charged for these 
tenements, and that repeated increases have been demanded in the rents when 
the tenants have decided to take in lodgers to swell their weekly.incomes. Then, 
again, stories of evictions for non-payment of rents are freely circulated. 
Whatever be the truth, these stories are the stock-in-trade of the rioters. 

Dilatoriness by Authorities. | 

On the part of the peaceable section of the inhabitants there is strony 
resentment at the supposed dilatoriness of the authorities. © For a month or 
more the rougher element in the town and district have been openly threaten 
Ing violence, but no ettort was made to prepare for the consummation of the 
threat, which was doubtless prectpitated by the spirit of general unrest 
occasioned by the recent railway strike. The rioters have not been half hearted 
in their acts of violence. © Wholesale sabotage has been their plan. Seventeen 
business premises occupied by Jews have come under their hands, and the 
devastation is thorough. 


Looting Operations. 

At ‘Tredegar, some of the shops have been stripped of every article they 
contained. Watches, jewellery, clothing, musical instruments, and even bed 
steads, have been carried away, and in all these acts of depredation it is clear 
that the wives'and sisters of the evil-doers took part. 

Not content with the pillage of Saturday and Sunday nights, and undeterred 
by the severe trouncing to which they were subjected by the police on Monday 
evening, the looters had the audacity on Tuesday to resume their 
misdeeds in broad daylight. Entering the living rooms of a house in 
(Church Street, the front of which they had previously wrecked, they threw out 
intothe open all manner of things. A sausage machine was flung ruthlesslv away, 
and a feather bed was ripped open, and children soon scattered the down to the 
winds. As soon as the approach of the police was signalled the mob made them. 
selves scarce, and the outrage was added to the many others that will go 
unpunished. As far as can be ascertained the Ebbw Vale ebullitions have 
emanated from a similar set of allegations against the Jewish community. 

The Depredation at Rhymney. | 

The rioters opened their outrageous acts with the wrecking of the premises 
of Fines (Limited), clothiers and boot dealers, in the Square. The Fines are a 
highly-respected Jewish family, who have been connected with: Rhymney for 
about tifty vears, and the head of the tirm is one of Carditt’s most esteemed 
citizens. Close inquiries into the causes of the disorder drive the investigator to 
the conclusion that there is not anatom of justification for the havoc committed 
in so general a fashion, and the pity is that, as at Tredegar, the authorities do 
not seem to have been able to arrest a large number of the depredators, in order 
that rigorous punishment might be meted out to them. 


‘*SURE MY END HAD COME.’ 
Mr. S. Louis Harris’s Experience. 


One of the worst sufterers from thé riot has.been Mr. S. Louis Harris, of 87, 
Queen Victoria Street, a pawnbroker and outfitter, who has been a resident in the 
town for over forty years, and who has always endeavoured to strengthen the 
bonds of friendship between the local: Jewish community and Tredegar people 
generally. 

Mr. Harris has been one of the leading literary lights of Tredegar, and has been 
most unselfish in promoting or aiding any movement for the general public good. He 
was the founder of the Tredegar Literary and Debating Society about tive years 
ago, and filled the role of Secretary until quite recently. 

Mr. Harris has received quite a number of sympathetic messages from all 
parts of South Wales. Amongst them was a letter from Mr. ‘Thomas Richards, 
M.P., who says: “It has pained me very much to hear that you were one of the 
victims of the outbreak at Tredegar on Saturday night. I have no information as 
to the causes of what took place, but Lam certain your long and valuable ser- 
vices to the town must bring acute remorse to the participants in the injury they 
have inflicted upon you when, in their sane moments, they reflect upon it. Please 
accept my sincere sympathy.” | 

To a representative of the Moiwiiwithshive Hveniny Post, Mr. Harris made the 
following statement :-— 

‘T had been warned on Saturday, prior to the outbreak, that trouble was 
brewing, but I attached little importance to the rumour, inasmuch as the friend- 
liest of relationship had always existed between the inhabitants of Tredegar and 
myself, 


‘*The Mob Howling.”’ 


‘‘ Later in the evening, however, I was standing in the doorway of my shop 
when a woman, whom I knew, said to me, ‘I should lock up if I were you, Mr, 
Harris.’ 

“IT didn’t like to show the * white feather,’ so I waited about ten minutes, and 
then acted on the advice so kindly given. | was in the house by myself, the rest 
of my family being away, and, after locking up the premises, I went upstairs and 
sat down in the front room. There seemed to be a general commotion in tlie 
main streets, and between 11.50 and 12 o’clock I heard knocking at the shop door, 
which was followed by the sound of crashing of glass. I could hear the mob 
howling outside, and now felt sure my end had come. 

“T saw a gleam of light from below, and at first thought the rieters had set 
tire to the shop—-I afterwards found they had lit the gas--and I| prepared, as best 
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I could, to meet my end, regretting only that I would have to die, like a rat in 
a@ corner. 

“T next heard someone mounting the stairs, and I went to the top of the 
stairs, but when the looter saw me he turned sharply round and descended the 
stairs again. I followed him, and after picking my way through the débris I found 
myself outside dmongst the crowd. 


Grievance.” 

‘Without intending to be dramatic I then addressed them, as far as I can 
remember—-of course I was greatly agitated—in these words: ‘Ido not deserve 
this. I have tried my best to do my duty to the Jewish community and the 
general community. You have taken my property, now take my life.’ 

‘Some of the crowd pressed around me, and spoke sympathetically, but one 
little blackguard in the crowd jeered, and addressing me said, * How do you like 
it, Mr. Harris?’ I must say, however, that the people near showed most 
strongly that they resented such callous conduct. Some of the bystanders, among 
whom was a prominent citizen, persuaded me to go indoors. 

‘Tam ata loss to understand why the crowd attacked people against whom 
they had no grievance.” 


ALLEGATIONS NOT TRUE. 


Mr. Charles Goldblatt, draper, of Ebbw Vale, whose premises have been 
wrecked by the mob, said that the treatment meted out to the Jews was getting 
as bad as it was in Russia. There was no reason for it, and as far as he knew the 
allegations which had been made against the Jews as to increasing the rents of 
house property and compelling the tenants of houses to purchase goods in their 
shops were not true. In fact there were only one or two Jews in the district who 
owned house property. He had resided at. Ebbw Vale for twenty-five years, and 
had always got on very well with the people. In that period he had had many 
bad debts, but he had never “ county courted ’’ any person. | 

“Tam repaid by having my shop wrecked,’ he concluded mournfully.: 


“NOT YET WOLF’S HEADS.”’ 


Tn the course of a leading article on Wednesday, the Standard says : 


Trouble is by-no means at an end in the provinces. The most notable disturbance 
reported vesterday, however, took place in South Wales and Monmouthshire. At 
Ebbw Vale and Tredegar a violent attack was made by the mob on_ the 
houses of the Jewish inhabitants, who seem to have incurred unpopularity, 
first by being Jews, and secondly by owning houses. It was quite a fierce 
utfair in its wav, and manv of the threatened race have left the district in 
terror of their lives. Anti-Senutic violence is quite a new thing in England; one has 
probably to go back to Plantagenet times for a precedent. It is rather extraordinary to 


note with what fidelity the ingenuous British striker is copying the best Continental 
models. “ Syndicahsm “and sahofage have apparently taken root in a friendly soil, and 
now we have Jew-baiting on approved French fines, Jews, even if they own houses, are 
not. vet wolf s heads in this country, and the mob must be taught, by severe lessons if 
necessary, that the laws of England exist for all its inhabitants, whatever their race or 
ereed

BERKELEY STREET SYNAGOGUE. 


IMPENDING RESIGNATION OF SIR PHILIP MAGNUS, M.P. 


We understand that Sir Philip Magnus, M.P., has announced his intention to 
resign the office of Chairman of the Council of the West London Synagogue, U pper 
Berkeley Street. He succeeded in this office the late Mr. F. D. Mocatta, whose 
conservative views in matters of religion he shared. ‘lo so great an extent has he 
carried his views that when his two sons attained the age of thirteen they were 
‘Barmitzvah ’’ at orthodox synagogues, reading their respective portions of the 
Law, as the old custom is not observed at Berkeley Street. It is known 
from his statements at meetings of the seatholders some months ago, when 
the introduction of English into the services was decided upon, that Sir 
Philip Magnus was not in harmony with some of the advanced views expressed. 
Should his resignation take effect, the post will probably be given to the Senior 
Treasurer, Mr. B. Elkin Mocatta (nephew of the late Mr. F. D. Mocatta), whose 
conservative tendencies would be a guarantee that no further reforms would be 
introduced. 


COMBINED CLUB CAMP. 


[From our Correspondent. | 


The combined camp of five Jewish Lads’ Clubs held this week at Deal is 
acclaimed by all participants who have known the previous four camps to be the 
most successful so far arranged. The figures of the four camps furnish a 
practical proof of this success. In 1908 there were 180 lads; in 1909, 196; in 
1910, 212; while this year there has been a very substantial increase, bringing the 


number of campers up to 325. To this number Brady Street contributed the. 
largest number of boys, 110; Hutchison House are next with 75, and West Central, | 


Stepney and Notting Hill have sent respectively 60, 50 and 30 lads. | 

The daily time table opens with morning prayers, after which at 8 o’clock 
breakfast is served. At 10.15 tent inspection takes place, there is bathing at 11, 
dinner at 1.30, teaat 5.30, supper, at 9.45, prayers at 10.15, and lights out at 10.45. 
All the lads are up and about at 6.30 from which time till 10.45 signs of the 
thorough enjoyment the boys are experiencing abound everywhere. Excursions 
by boat and by road are taken, and football and cricket occupy the large part of 
the day’s activities. 

A cricket match between managers and lads took place on Wednesday after- 
noon, and an excursion by boat (of all the camp) to Ramsgate on Thursday. 
Sports will take place to day (Friday), and the distribution of sports prizes, a 
concert to the managers and a display of fireworks on Saturday evening. 
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M. STOLYPIN’S ANTI-SEMITIC SCHEME. 
A Beginning Only. 
[From our Correspondent. } 


The situation in the capital, and the news from the larger provincial centres, 
indicate that M. Stolypin’s anti-Semitic scheme has given rise to a severe struggle 
betweenthe Nationalist merchants, led by various high officials of the Ministries 
of Finance and Commerce, and the remainder of the Government party, supported 
by the Premier. The Novoe Viremya, speaking on behalf of the latter, announced 
during the week that M. Stolypin’s scheme was only a beginning of the great 
anti-Jewish campaign to be initiated by the Government. This view of the 
Premier seems to have been communicated to all his supporters, enabling Priest 
Iliadore to make a similar announcement to his admirers simultaneously with the 
publication of the statement in the Press. ‘‘We already possess a plan, which 
will rid Russia of the Jewish Peril,” stated the anti-Semitic monk. The semi. 
official Rossia appeared last week again with an article full of libels against Jewish 
grain exporters, making it clear that the opposition to the Premier’s scheme has had 
no effect on the inventors of the new restrictions. At the same time, the Ministry 
of the Interior gave publicity to its “‘ wonderful” collection of anti-Semitic articles 
avainst Jewish merchants, which was recently placed before the Tsar. The 
volume is described as one of the most inflammatory works ever issued by Jew- 
baiters, entirely withthe view to inciting the population against our brethren. 


The Ica Institutions. 

‘Lhe statement of M. Putilov, the Chief Government Inspector entrusted with the 
revision of the activity of the Ica, has produced a painful impression in all enlightened 
circles.. He has visited Wilna, Libau, Minsk, Grodnoand Bielostok, and, instead of 
paying the expected tribute to the well-organised loan and credit societies established 
by the Ica with the object of affording relief to the persecuted and impoverished 
Jews, he frankly declared that the Government was anxious to see a large Jewish 
emigration from Russia, but by no means an improvement in their position such 
as would enable them to remain in the country. As I indicated in my earlier 
communications on the Premier's scheme, the arrest of the ‘ internal” activity 
of the Ica is part and parcel of the great anti-Semitic plan, thus helping towards 
the realisation of Menshikoff’s wish to clear Russia of the Jews. It is, neverthe- 
less, considered contrary to modern ideas of the responsibilities of a Government 
to charge its agent with the mission of inviting natives of a country to emigrate. 
In Jewish circles, much attention is devoted to the future of the Ica credit and 
loan societies, on account of the Government's threat against them and the already 
enforced use of the Russian tongue by the Ica officials with a view to controlling 
them effectively. 


The Other Side. 

On the other hand, the officials of the Ministries of Finance and Commerce 
display unqualified hostility towards M. Stolypin’s scheme, describing the latter 
a3 an impossible and ridiculous proposal. They refuse to admit for a moment 
that M. Stolypin will persist im his demands to nationalise commerce, even if he 
succeeds in restricting Jews in occupying foremost positions in banking houses. 
It is also pointed out that one of the Premier's plans calculated to restrict Jewish 
credit in the State Bank is likely to have disastrous consequences to the Ministry. 
The natural results of the measure will be the transfer of Jewish capital to the 
private banks and the charging of the additional expenses thus incurred to the 
consumers. The nationalist merchants and the liberals, therefore, warn the 
Premier of the possibilities of a ruined grain trade, increased cost of living, and 
poorer State Bank. On the whole, the new scheme seems to have had a sobering 
effect on many nationalists who have begun to display a spirit of revolt against the 
narrow views of the Premier on State questions, especially in financial matters. 
Even such a staunch supporter of the Ministry as Deputy Gizchki has been obliged 
to pronounce against M. Stolypin’s scheme, 


The Premier’s Revenge. 

M. Stolypin has succeeded, however, in punishing several bodies of merchants 
for opposing his anti-Semitic views. At Nijni-Novgorod, many merchants suffered 
heavy losses, owing to the new order prohibiting Jews from attending the fairs 
without tendering evidence that they had never been involved in criminal affairs. 

At Kieff, the Chairman of the Merchants’ Association communicated to a 
crowded meeting the reply of M. Stelvpin, declining to redress the repeated 
searches for Jewish merchants in the city, and the confiscation of their goods. 
The meeting, however, resolved to dispatch to the Premier another petition on the 
same subject. | 

At Simbirsk, the resolutions of the local merchants are likewise ignored, and 
Jewish exiles are given short periods to liquidate their affairs. To ensure the 
speedy termination of this process, the heads of the families are kept under arrest 
until they are in a position to leave the city. | 

, The First Fruits. 

As a result of the Real Russian agitation for the Premier’s scheme, the 
Russian inhabitants of Stari-Viesh (Siedlece) have attacked the local Jews in 
order to destroy their economic superiority ‘‘ exposed by M. Stolypin.’’ The Jews 
made a determined stand, and several of them were injured. 


THE HUNGARIAN PREMIER DENOUNCES ANTI-SEMITISM. 


A short time ago, a Jew named Moses Katz, who had resided at Stropko 
thirty years, was expelled from Hungary, together with several other Jewish 
families, and conveyed across the frontier. Last week Katz was introduced in the 
Chamber of Deputies at Buda-Pesth to the Prime Minister, Count Khuen-Heder- 
vary, whom he begged to issue orders for the withdrawal of the order of expulsion. 
The Prime Minister replied as follows : : 

I have not seen the documents connected with the matter, and am therefore, 
not yet able to express any detailed opinion thereon. So much, however, I can 
say to-day, and that is that I do not approve of the expulsion of industrious 
citizens who have not committed any serious offence. Still less can I sanction 
cases of this kind that appear to have been prompted by religious persecution 
or rather by anti-Semitism, which I detest from my heart. Nor must any 
idea be entertained that the Hungarian Government supports or even 
tolerates such religious tendencies. I am proud of the fact that Hungarian 
Liberalism has never helped to place anti-Semitism-—the darkest visitation of 


recent decades—on its feet. You may rest assured that I, for my part, will 
always carry out this liberal tendency. . 


CHOLERA IN CONSTANTINOPLE. 
Distress in Haskeuy. 


[From our Correspondent. } 


CONSTANTINOPLE. 

On the 12th August, cholera suddenly made its appearance in the very 
populous Jewish quarter of Haskeuy. Ina single day the visitation claimed sixty 
victims, of whom more than half died. It is impossible to describe the panic and 
grief of these poor Jewish people who saw their relatives die in the twinkling of an 
eye and amid most terrible agonies. The populace was almost distraught, and 
everyone attempted to flee in order to escape death, abandoning their houses and 
their property. Happily, the Government promptly teok the most energetic 
steps to prevent this exodus, which would have been fagal to the entire capital. 
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When the news of the outbreak of the epidemic 
Bey, the Senger Prefect of the city, he at once proeeeded to Haskeuy. accom ied 
by a Sanitary Commission composed of the most distinguished doctors po ap 
take stringent measures to prevent the spread of the epilemic, As the day was a 
Saturday, the families of the victims objected to the immediate batter ( f ‘the 
bodies ; the Prefect accordingly obtained the sanction of the local Rabbi fc , - 
funerals to take place the same evening.

Seeing that the situation was very bad it was decided to burn all the effects and 
furniture belonging to families attacked by cholera and to disinfect tive hundred 
houses. ‘This measure was at once carried out. . 

Intense misery prevails in the district, which is the poorest in Constantinople.

THE CANADIAN ELECTIONS. 
Their Relation to the Jewish Community. 
(From our Correspondent. | 


MONTREAT.. 

All Canada is at present much excited over the coming Federal elections. 
Pollings are to take place in September, and the whole country is now nominating 
candidates for Members of Parliament and attending political meetings held by 
the two great parties. As is to be expected, this is likely to be, almost if not 
quite, the most bitterly fought election in modern history. The Reciprocity 
measure is likely to be the central point, but the anti-Semite Nationalists of 
(Juebec Province have also a large finger in the pie, and are endeavouring their 
hardest to injure the present Giovernment. The campaign in Quebec is notable 
for the bitter personalities exchanged upon platforms. In the St. Lawrence 
Division of Montreal there is likely to be a triangular contest, but I regret that 
no Jewish nominee has as yet appeared. _The name of a well-known young 
Jewish professional man is mentioned as being a likely candidate, as an inde. 
pendent Liberal (Ministerialist), but as he was present at the meeting held in favour 
of the standing member, Mr. Robert Bickerdike, his candidature is unlikely. 
Both Mr. Bickerdike and the Conservative candidate, ex-Mayor lkers, are not 
particularly agreeable candidates to the great mass of the Jewish population, but 
as these are not Canadian born, and their natural leaders, the native born, have 
deserted them in their lust for patronage, it seems likely that; once more, we 
shall be without a Jewish candidate.

In Toronto the same state of 
affairs is in evidence, but I am in hopes that L shall shortly receive some more 
cheerful news from the West, particularly from Winnipeg, where there are several 
rising young professional men who are interested in politics. A victory for the 
Conservative party might have unpleasant results for us, as the Nationalists, who 
are allied to this party, are strong anti-Semites and might suggest restrictive 
amendments to the Immigration Acts. The present Government has treated the 
Jewish citizens of the Dominion very justly, except as regards patronage and 
Government positions. It has always listened fairly to our representations with 
regard to various legislative measures, and its members have appeared on Jewish 
platforms, particularly Zionist ones, to denounce the Russian Government for 
po —- persecution. Sir Wilfred Laurier himself has done this, in no uncer- 
ain terms. | 


RAPID MILITARY PROMOTION. 
Lieutenant -Colonel Salaman in Command of Kimberley Regiment. 
From Kimberley comes the news of the promotion of Lieut.-Col. 5. Salaman 
to the important position of commanding officer of the Kimberley Regiment. Col. 


Salaman, who is a native of Manchester—his mother 
still resides there, while his father, who died in 


1870, was an. energetic communal worker—has 
had distinguished military career,  ex- 
ceedingly popular in military circles in the land 


of his adoption, and is one of the best-known, 
and certainly most respected, of Kimberley’s residents. 
The new commanding officer of the Kimberley Regi- 
ment has a long war record, which dates back to the 
Basuto and Transkei campaigns and the first Anglo- 
Boer war.

Free State and Transvaal. Colonel Salaman served on no fewer than 
seven columns during the campaign, under such distinguished leaders as Methuen,

CONVERSIONISTS IN MONTREAL. 
Preventive Measures by a Jewish Society. 
‘From our Correspondent. | 


MONTREAL. 

A society has been founded in Montreal, with an initial membership of over 
one hundred, to Oppose the methods of the conversionists on each and eEVeLy 
occasion. Named" The Hebrew National Society,” it has appointed a permanent 
committee to watch the proceedings of the missionaries and report them to 
society who will act so as to render nugatory all conversionist work. ‘The Jews of 
Toronto in their crusade against the “soul traffickers ” are supported by both the 
Catholic Record, which has written a very strong editorial on the subject, and by 
the World, one of Toronto's intluential daihes. The World says in part : 

Rev. S. B. Rohold (the most objéctionable of the perverts), who is described as a 
Christian Jew and a Presbyterian Minister, appears to have the irritantetfect frequently 
observable in the case of hybrids. In the circumstances he would be weil advised to 
leave his former coreligionists alone and betake himself to the vast army of unattached, 
who are much more in need of Christian training than their Jewish contemporaries 
Christianity consists in doing as one would be done by, and Mr. hohold has scarcely 
imbibed a full measure of this spirit if he thinks that his cause will be advanced by 
participation in such scenes as he provoked in “The Ward” (the Jewish quarter) 
“This is a land of liberty,” he declares, but as a zealous proselyte he seems unable to 
distinguish between liberty and license.

Secret Conference of Jew~-Baiters in Russia. 
(From our Correspondent. | 


A secret conference of the leading Russian Jew-baiters (including Priest 
[liadore, Dr. Dubrovin and Priest Makari) has taken place in Moscow. The anti 
Semitic leaders decided to pave the way for the organisation of monster religions 
and national demonstrations of peasants, in order to foster anti-Semitism among 
them and to put the Yushinsky case before the masses from a Real Russian stand 
point. The possibility of ‘‘ Iliadore crusades ’’ has given rise to great disyuietude. 


New Chief Rabbi of Jaffa. 

Rabbi Benzion Usiel, a native of Jerusalem, has been elected Chief Rabb: of 
Jaffa. The engagement is provisional for one year. The Rabbi speaks Hebrew, 
Turkish, Arabic and French, and enjoys the esteem of the authorities. The 
election is the outcome of meetings held at the beginning of this month at Jafta, 
which were presided over by the late Chief Rabbi of Salonica (Rabbi Jacob Meir), 
now Haham Bashi of Jerusalem. ' 


A One Million Dollar Home for Incurables in New York. 

A group of eight buildings is to be erected for the Montetiore Home for 
Chronic Diseases and Incurables, of which Mr. Jacob H. Schiff is President. A 
site covering fifteen acres has been acquired for the buildings, which will be from 
two to four stories in height. The whole cost will be 1,000,000 dols. | The work 
of construction will extend over two years. 


The Ritual Murder Fable in Galicia and Roumania. 

A Christian girl in the Galician village of Oscherawitza recently entered the 
shop of a Jewish grocer, named Kalter, to buy sugar. Looking at the back of the 
shop she saw Kalter’s wife with a strange child. She at once ran into the street 
and cried that a Christian child was about to be murdered in the shop of a Jew. 
Fanatical peasants stermed the shop, destroyed everything on which they could 
lay hands, and threatened Kalter and his wife with death. Order was not restored 
until the arrival of police from the nearest town. Some members of the force 
remained in the village to protect the Jewish families there. The authorities are 
taking proceedings against the peasants. | 

Considerable sensation has been aroused in Bucharest by an article in the 
Liberal paper, deverul, accusing the Jews of ritual murder. A few weeks ago a 
non-Roumanian lad named Parc, a stranger to the city, alleged that a Jew, 
Finkelstein, had tapped blood from him, and the accusation was taken up by an 
anti-Semitic sheet, which included the whole of Jewry in the charge. 
Dr. A. Stern, Grand President of the Order of Bnai Brith, and Rabbis Dr. 
Beck and Dr. Niemirower obtained an audience of the Prime Minister and the 
Minister of Justice and requested that light should be thrown on the atiair and 
that action should be taken against the persons who had raised the ritual murder 


charge. 


The Unrest in Morocco. 

Al-Moghreb Al-Aksa, the English newspaper published at Tangier, prints the 
following extract, among others, from a letter written at Mequinez, and dated 
August 7th:-—- - 

The French soldiers here go round Jewish houses and frighten the people into sub- 
mission with loaded revolvers; the object being immorality. Last week two soldiers 
went into a Jew's house and caught hold of his wife; the, daughter, seeing her mother 
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ill-treated, rushed to the street calling for help, upon which some passers-by entered 
and dragged out the two soldiers. The husband brought the case to the notice of 
a sergeant who was passing, and received for reply ‘* C’est le droit de Vhomme, mon 
ami.’ Certainly a new application of the rights of man. Need it be said that wailings 
and cursings deep are general among both Moors and Jews.’ The ery with all is, why 
does not England protect them against this infamous treatment which they are suffer 
ing?

United States Legislatures and the Russian Passport Question. 
In the House of Representatives at Washington a fortnight ago, Congressman 


Murray, of Massachusetts, urged the abrogation of the Treaty with Russia owing 


to its action on the passport question. Fifteen State Legislatures have passed 
resolutions in favour of abrogating the Treaty. 


The Hebrew Congregation at Kimberley. 

The thirtv-eighth annual meeting of the Griqualand West Hebrew Congrega- 
tion, Kimberley, was held on July 23rd, with Mr. W. Sagar, J.P., the President, 
in the Chair. The annual report states, infer alia, that the Jewish inhabitants of 
the town recognise their obligations to the Congregation, and thus have enabled 
the Committee to place before them an excellent financial report. A donation of 
£1,000 from Colonel Sir David Harris, K.C.M.G., M.1..A., in memory of his wife, 
together with the available current accounts, enabled the Committee to free the 
Congregational property. The President, in commenting on the report, alluded to 
the excellent services rendered by the Rev. H. Isaacs, and the officials, and said 
that certain repairs would have to be, carried out to the Synagogue buildings during 
the coming year. He regretted that more use Was not made of the commodious 
building in which they were seated. The religion ciasses had been carried on 
satisfactorily, but he deplored the paucity of attendance. He commended the 
action of the Zionist Association in endeavouring to promote the study of Hebrew. 
The Committee had erected a substantial brick and iron fence round the Syna- 
gogue, and their hearty thanks were due to the ladies for their efforts in collecting 
subscriptions for this necessary work. to which residents of Kimberley outside their 
own denomination had contributed liberally. The following were elected : 
Messrs. W. Sagar, President; I. Lewis, Vice-President ; Couneillor B. Cohen, 
Treasurer: together with Trustees and a Committee. 


The Fate of a Jewish Soldier in Russia.

Widespread attention has been given to the case of the Jewish ex-soldier, VM. 
Joseph Werkbreit, who had been exiled from the Baikal district. The ex-soldier 
in question participated in several battles in the Russo-Japanese campaign, and in 
each he won special distinction. In addition to medals and rescripts, he was given 
the rank of a non-commissioned officer. He also received several wounds during 
his brave exploits. Now, however, he is not allowed to settle in Siberia on 
account of his religion.

The half-vearly meeting in, connection with the Jewish Benevolent Society 
was held recently, and was well attended.

The cash statement shows that the institution is 
in a sound tinancial condition. In an interesting address, Mr. H. J. Rogaly, J.P., 
moved the adoption of the balance-sheet and pointed out the good work the Society 
is doing in the town and districts. 

The annual meeting unaer the auspices of the Port Elizabeth Orphan Aid 
society was held in the Synagogue Committee Room. There was a very large 
attendance of boys and girls, and the Chair, by request, was occupied by the Rev. 
J. Phillips, who emphasised the importance of their institution and the necessity 
of doing all they could to help the parent body at Johannesburg. A number of 
new members were enrolled, and it was decided to remit the sum of £11 5s. to the 
Johannesburg Orphanage. The following were appointed: Isaiah Dember, Presi- 
dent ; Rebeeccah Dember, Vice-President ; H. Kaplan, Treasurer: Rachael Harris, 
Hon. Secretary ; and a Committee of nine boys and girls. 

At a specially convened meeting of the members of the Committee, the fol- 
lowing resolution, proposed by Mr. EK. H. Cotton, J.P., President of the congrega- 
tion, was carried in silence, the members standing :— 

That the members of the Port Elizabeth Hebrew Congregation place on record 
their profound sense of the grievous loss this congregation, in common with their 
coreligionists throughout the British dominions, has sustained in the death of the 
Right Rev. Hermann Adler, C.V.O., Ph.D., etc., etc. They recognise that in his pass 
ing away the Jewish community has lost one of the greatest figures in contemporary 
Jewry, whose commanding personality, splendid mental gifts, and high character shed 
lustre on our race. 

Asa representative outside the community he commanded reverence and homage, 


and in his demise we are the poorer by a leader, who, it is no mere figure of speech to 
say, is irreplaceable. They desire to express to the widow and other members of his: 


family their heartfelt sympathy in their bereavement, which is shared by every thought- 
ful Jew throughout the British Empire. 


The Blood Libel in Russia.

As I predicted last week, the Jew Beilis and his son have been released, the 
police having been unable to find the least pretext for keeping them under arrest. 
According to the Russkoe Znamia, a strong supervision is, however, still kept over 
the father, as the anti-Semites are anxious to involve a Jew in the case. Many of 
them do not shrink from giving false evidence against him. last week, the Com- 


missioners of Inquiry were reinforced by a high official from the capital, and they 
continued to examine the libel affair. Developments are expected in the early 
future.

AUCKLAND. 

The first meeting of subscribers to the Jewish Book Circle was held last month 
in the Synagogue rooms. ‘The Rey. 8. A. Goldstein, who presided, reported that 
forty subscribers had been enrolled and subscriptions amounting to over £24 
collected. The greater portion of this amount had been expended in the purchase 
of books relating to Jewish history, religion and literature. One hundred and 
thirty volumes had been ordered from England and America. In addition they 
had obtained a large number of pamphlets dealing with the Zionist question from 
America, while they had also become subscribers to the leading English and 
American periodicals and reviews, and were members of the Jewish. Publication 
Society of America, The members expressed appreciation at the progress made. 
It was decided to establish a Children’s Library, free to all pupils attending the 
Hebrew School. It was also resolved to accommodate the main library, when 
ready, in the Maccabwean Club Rooms, which will be opened within a few weeks. 
The following were elected:—The Rev.:S. A. Goldstein, President: Mr. IL. 
Phillips, Hon. Secretary, Treasurer and Chief Librarian ; and a Committee. The 
establishment’of a Jewish library will supply a long-felt want and create renewed 
interest in Jewish literature. 

Mr. L. Blitz was Secretary of the Committee for the reception of the Shefheld 
Choir and the conduct of all arrangements necessary for their performances in- 
Auckland. A number of coreligionists were New Zealand musicians appointed to 
assist them in their musical entertainments in the Dominion. 

Special services were held here on Coronation Day and on the Jiaiicert for 
Dr. Herz}, 
The Maccabwans’ Club held a reception to welcome the Rev. S.and Mrs. Katz. 


A Chief Rabbi Cremated. 

The remains of Professor Vittorio Castiglionit, Chief Rabbi of Rome, whose 
death we recorded last week, were cremated by his own desire, expressed in his 
will. The urn containing the ashes has been buried in the Jewish Cemetery at 
Trieste, his birth-place. The incident has created a painful impression among 
the Jews in Italy. 


An Echo of the Fort Myer (U.S.) Incident. 

Private Frank Bloom of the Third Field Artillery at Fort Mver, Va., has been 
found qualitied to enter the tinal competitive examination for promotion to the 
srade of second heutenant. He has been ordered to proceed to Fort Leavenworth 
(Kansas), to take the examination on September Ist. Private Bloom is the young 
soldier who’was refused promotion by Col. Joseph Garrard, the Commanding 
Ofticer at Fort Mver, on account of his being a Jew. The incident attracted 
considerable attention throughout the United States several months ago.

The Jews and Albania. 


The following letter from the Tunes correspondent in the Balkan Peninsula 
appeared in that journal on Saturday last : 

Str,—Permit me to express briefly my unreserved concurrence in the views main- 
tained by your Vienna and Constantinople correspondents regarding the influence 
exercised by Jews and crypto-Jews on recent developments in the Near East. The 
tendency of that intluence has been to enconrage Voane Turk Chauvinism in the 
repression of the subject nationalities; at the same time every effort has been made to 
conceal troin the outer world the violent methods by which that repression has been 


carried out. With this object a concerted silence has been maintained in that large 


portion of the Press, which is now directly or indirectly under Jewish control, and the 
public has, to a great extent, been kept in the dark as to the real state of affairs in the 
lwuropean and Asiatic provinces of Turkey. 

So successful has been this conspiracy of silence, that for many months the outer 
world knew nothing of the cruelties attending the disarmament of the subject popula- 
tions during the summer of last year, and many of the terrible details have never been 
published in England. The first fruits of that series of crimes have revealed themselves 
in the Albanian revolt of this year, which in all probability will prove a prelude to more 
serious events in Macedonia. ‘To such an extent has the general public been kept in the 


dark that some three months ago—at a moment when the Arabian and Albanian revolts 


were at their height-—-Professor Margolionth, of Oxford, in his address to the Eastern 
(Juestion Association, felt justified in declaring that there was no longer any Eastern . 
question inasmuch as the Young Turks had put an end to it for ever! 

The Judwo-Turkish Alliance is nothing new; there are many who will remember 
the great part which it played in the Eastern crisis of 1876-7 and the influence which it 
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from many points of view is a natural one, and to-day there 
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exerted upon British policy at that time. 


Broadly speaking, the Jew will always prefer 
the Mahommedan to the Christian. prere 


There are historic reasons for this attitude, which 


wi y t are financial and political 
reasons as well. It is important, however, that the British public should know whither 


it is being led, and also that the Young Turks should realise that those who are 
endeavouring to screen them from honest outside eriticism are rendering them a very 
dubious service—and, indeed, are conducting them to their ruin. ; 


Memorial services for the late Chief Rabbi have been held at Kimberley and 
Bloemfontein. 


A street in Pittsburg (1'.S.) has been named Kosher Street by the authorities, 
presumably because it is largely inhabited by Jews. 


Heer Jacques Simons, one of the Aldermen, and on several occasions Deputy- 
Burgomaster of the Hague, and President of the Council of the Jewish community 
in that city, has been appointed Chevalier of the French Order of the Legion of 
Honour. He is a son of the late Heer Louis Simons, who was himself for many 
years President of the Jewish community, and nephew of the late Mr. Simon 
Simons, Treasurer of the Burial Society of the United Synagogue. 


Of the forty-nine pupils awarded commissioners’ scholarships on the result of 
the tinal examinations held in the Protestant Public Schools here in January and 
June (our Montreal Correspondent writes), twenty-one were taken by Jewish 
pupils. These scholarships entitle the holders to four years’ free tuition in the 
schools of the Board. In both January and June the first places were held by 
Jewish students; -Among the pupils of the various schools of Canada who took 
the McGill Matriculation Examinations this year, a Jewish boy Max Blumberg, of 
Montreal, was among the eight winners of scholarships. As over 75 per cent. of 
the total marks offered must be obtained in all subjects, this is an especially 
brilliant achievement. 


Mr. Alfred Muller, of Denver, Col., who has been Secretary of the National 
Jewish Hospital for Consumptives from its foundation and Chairman of. its 
Executive Committee of the Board, died recently. Mr. Muller was born at Frank- 
fort-on-the-Main in 1862. He subsequently went to England, ‘and at the age of 
twenty-three came to Chicago, where he studied law and was admitted to the bar. 
Later on he settled in Denver, where he , practised his profession. It was 
mainly through his efforts that the National Hospital was founded. He was 
actively identified with a number of communal associations, being Vice-President 
of the Charity Organisation and of the Juvenile Improvement Society. He was 
an active worker in the National Conference of Jewish Charities. . 

Mr. Adolph Lewisohn has given 50,000 dols to the Hebrew Sheltering Guar 
dian Society in New York. 


The HHilfsceremm der Deutschen Jiiden in Berlin has sent a second donation of 
30,000 marks for the relief of the Jews who sustained losses by the vreat tire in 
the Balata quarter of Constantinople. 


Jewish soldiers in Turkey have received permission to absent themselves from 
duty for two hours on Saturdays, in order to attend service in the svnagogues. 
The Chief Rabbi had solicited abstention from service for the entire day. 


~The King of Greece has conferred the dignity of Grand Commander of the 
Order of the Saviour on Herr Theodor Gompertz, ex: Professor at the Vienna 
University, and life ber of the Austrian House of Peers ‘his work t 
niversitv, and life member of the Austrian House of Peers, for his work on the 
philosophers. 


The offices and printing works of the Joviival de Sulontyue and the Jewish 
paper, Mipocs, have been destroyed by tire. A valuable library belonging to the 
last named paper, and containing old and rare works by Jewish authors in many 
countries, fell a prey to the flames. 


As the result of a concert recently held by the Jewish Curls’ Circle, Cape 
Town, in aid of local charitable institutions a net sum of £21 was realised and 
distributed among the following institutions: New Somerset Hospital, Eaton 
Convalescent Home, Jewish Philanthropic Society, Jewish ladies’ Benevolent 
Society, Jewish Sick Relief Society, Nazareth House. Free Dispensary, Talmud 
Torah (Constitution Streeti, Talmud Torah (Roeland Street). The Committee 
responsible for the arrangements were: Misses I’. Hayes, President; E. Apple 
ton and R. Budlender, Joint Secretaries; R. Witten, P. Freeman, A. Robinson, 
and J. Gordon, Committee. 


A band of brigands has abducted a Jewish grocer from a village near Kirklisse 
(in the Vilayet of Adrianople, Turkey). His wife, (writes our Constantinople 
correspondent) was wounded by. a pistol shot in her efforts to rescue him, and 
he too must have been injured, as traces of blood were found on the road which 
the brigands must have taken. The Government authorities have adopted energetic 
measures for the rescue of the grocer and the extirpation of the criminals who 
are terrorising the people. 


The Esperanto Congress met this week at Antwerp. The delegate from Spain 
presented Dr. Zamenhof, founder of Esperanto, with the insignia of Commander 
of the Order of Isabella the Catholic. 


Barons Alphonse and Louis de Rothschild of Vienna have given 50,000 
Austrian crowns for the relief of the families who have suttered through the tloods 
in the Bukowina. 


A notable figure in the theatrical world of Vienna has passed away by the 
suddén death, at the age of seventy-two, of Herr Friedrich Schulhof, who had 
been for forty-four years Secretary of the theatre in the Josephstadt of that city. 


He was familiarly styled “ Papa Schulhof.” 


Karl Schwab Edler von Gavosdia has died in the Hungarian town from which 
he took his titles in his eighty-fourth year. He was the first Jewish member of 
the House of Magnates of Hungary to which he was raised in 1885, having for the 
previous ten years held a seat in the Chamber of Deputies. The Emperor-King 
Francis Joseph conferred the hereditary nobility on him in 1902. 


Herrn Ignaz Kallberg formerly President of the Produce Exchange at Prague, 
died there last week. His funeral was attended by many persons holding high 
official positions, including the General and Grand Master of the Kreuzherren 
Order. Prince Thun, the Governor of Bohemia, conveyed his condolence to the 
family in writing. 


Dr. Moritz Sachs, one of the foremost occulists in Vienna, has been appointed 
Professor Extraordinary at the University in that city. He is the author of 


several notable works on diseases of the eye. 


The scientific world in Vienna is celebrating the eightieth birthday of 
Professor Eduard Suess, the famous geologist and great Parliamentarian. The 
event is of interest, too, for Austrian Jews, who are vastly indebted to him for 
many a noble stand he has made in Parliament and public gatherings against the 
anti-Semites, especially in his capacity of President of the Society for Combatting 
Anti-Semitism, a non-Jewish body. A tribute to his public work (notably in 
the City Council) is paid in the Neve Freie Presse of last Sunday by Dr. Alfred 
Stern, President of the Jewish community in Vienna. 


Under the heading of “Jews and Agriculture,” the Frankfurter Zeitung of 
Sunday last devoted the greater part of its front page to an article by Dr. Theodor 
Heuss, on the well-known Horticultural and Agricultural School at Ahlem, near 
Hanover, founded by the late Consul Moritz Simon, and on another similar 
Jewish institution, “Steinhorst,” in the district of Isenhagen (in Liineburg). 
While the Ahlem school primarily serves Jews, says Dr. Heuss, its importance is 
felt outside Jewish circles, as is evidenced by the strong support given to it by 
public authorities. He regards the school as an admirable object lesson to German 
pedagogues,

HE late Chief Rabbi was not a member of the Craft, but on more than one 
occasion discussed certain matters of a non-esoteric nature with the writer, 
and was especially interested in the views held by various masonic 
historians that Freemasonry has some affinity with the ancient Jewish 

. sect of the Essenes. A paragraph bearing upon this appeared early in 1895 
in the American Israelite, whence it was copied into the Canadian Craftsman and 
‘ At the request of some J.iverpool brethren, Bro. Adolphus 
Eichholz, father of Dr. Alfred Eichholz, the Chief Rabbi's son-in-law, forwarded the 
full article from the Canadian Craftsman to Dr. Adler. soliciting. his opinion as to 
the correctness of the statements therein contained. 


The following were the statements referred to: “It is quite evident from the 
Talmud that the ancient Rabbis were associated in a society resembling the Free. 
masons of to-day. They were called Banaim or Builders. In the tract Su/faé/ 
/1# in the Talmud is the following: ‘ The wise men are called Builders because 
| They called themselves 
Chaberim, ‘associates,’ ‘ brethren,’ and had symbols of their own. One of the 
highest officers among them was named Shammai, who was always represented 
With a twenty-four inch gauge in his hand like a sceptre. The mysteries of the 
triangle, square, and circle are frequently mentioned. In an ancient manuscript 
of the Talmud there appeared the three figures in one circle, as also the Shield of 
David, ' Magen David,’ which consists of two triangles.” 


Dr. Adler’s reply ran as follows: “I am of opinion that there do not exist 
sufficient data to prove that the ancient Rabbis belonged to societies akin to Free- 
masons. The Rabbis followed al! kinds of occupations, that of masonry or 
building being included. © Shammai is only on one occasion represented as having 
the builder’s rule, lit., Cubit, in his hand. The Sages are called builders because 
it is clearly stated it is their duty to ‘ buikd up,’ or, as we should now call it, ‘to 
edifv.’ It is true, that in various treatises, the triangle, square, and circle are 
mentioned and represented. There is, however, nothing mysterious in these 
references, as In these passages rules are given for the construction of buildings 
required for ritual use, «.;., the construction of the Suceah, or booths, in which 
we are commanded to dwell during the Festival of Tabernacles. The Shield of 
David is probably not of Jewish origin but has been copied from the Piindei 
of the Germans.” 

There is much that will interest the Jewish mason in Bro. Frederick 
Armitage’s A Short Masonic History ~ (two vols... Weare and Co., Monument 
Station Buildings, King William St.. E.C., ts. 6d. each net). The author is weil 
titted for the tusk he has undertaken, to give a conectse account of the growth of 
Freemasonry and some of the earlier secret societies. This he has succeeded in 
doing in an admirable manner, and History will form a safe guide to the 
young mason, since his legal training enables Bro. Armitage clearly to marshal his 
facts and to draw sound conclusions from them. The book contains but little of 
the theorising that one tinds so much of in the larger histories of the Craft. 

How conscientiously the author has done his work may be gathered from = the 
fact that he read through the entire Targum to the Books of Chronicles simply to 
test the accuracy of Dr. Oliver's reckless statement that the traditional history of 
the third degree “* was evidently borrowed from certain idle tales taken out of the 
Jewish Targums which were published in London, 1715, from a MS. in the 
University Library at Cambridve.” After comparing the Latin translation with 
the Aramaic he tinds that there is not a scrap ofevidence to support this assertion, 
as the Targum contains nothing even remotely resembling the legend ‘related in 
the lodge room. The same publishers issue “Notes on the Ritual” by a Master 
in the Craft, which contains a useful series of literary notes to assist the student 
in learning and understanding the Ritual of the Craft. 

The allegation of the Toes Vienna correspondent based upon an article in an 
Austrian newspaper, that Jews as Freemasons dominate the Salonica Committee 
of Union and Progress, and are thus directly responsible for much of the unrest 
in Turkey, is doubtless part and parcel of a Viennese anti-Semitic campaign of a 
Catholic and clerical character. Even the English Catholic Press last vear attri 
buted all political agitation against constituted authority in Europe, firstly, to the 


power of the Jews on the Press, and, secondly, to the intluence of the Freemasons. 


To combine the two, and accuse the Jews in their capacity of Freemasons of com. 
plicity in the recent massacres that have attended the new réyjinte in Turkey ts, 
I dare say, regarded as a fine idea and a forward step in anti-Semitic propaganda. 
The truth is that Continental Freemasonry does not limit its activities to cere 
monial work, but discusses at its meetings matters that deal with the state of 
present-day society, and makes suggestions for its regeneration. But they are 
discussed in an academical spirit only, and, whilst the brethren cannot but be 
influenced personally by what they hear within the Lodge, it is ridiculous to assert, 
that these Masonic gatherings partake of a political character, and engineer revolu 
tion and massacre. If Jews and Freemasons, or Jews who are Freemasons, have 
played a part in Turkish politics, it is safe to say that it has been as Turkish 
subjects that they have done so, and not because they are Jews or Freemasons. 


It is interesting to note that although the Israel Chapter No. 1,502, South 
port, has now but few Jewish members, one of its Bye-laws insists that there 
should be made “ proper provision for the Jewish Companions in accordance with 
the Jewish ritual,” and that no meetings may be called when any Jewish holy day 
occurs on the regular day of meeting. This Chapter first met in ISS] at Liver- 
pool when it counted many Jews amongst its adherents.

But there, also, it met 
with but a small measure of success, until Companion Sol. M. Harris became the 
Principal, and during the last two years it has steadily imereased in numbers and 
vigour.

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Hebrew Poetry and Hebrew Music. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 
| WITH MISS ETHEL RAYSON, A.R.C.M. 


T Lord Brassey's town house recently the present writer had the good 
fortune to make the acquaintance of a lady who happened to be lecturing 
‘on the subject of ‘Poetry Interpreted by Music,” a causerie that 
~ attracted many a noted admirer of the Muses. In the lecture in question 
Miss Ethel Rayson traced the gradual development of musical recitation, 
a branch of art that seems to have: reached perfection long before opera was ever 
thought of. 

Heraudience listened in admiring silence as, from a remarkably entertaining pro- 
gramme, she played Schumann’s inimitable setting to “The Fugitives,” that 
wonderful poem of Shelley’s wherein the 
rush of the sea, the roar of the thunder, 
and of the wind had been subtly con. 
veyed by melody—a forerunner of the methods 
adopted by Richard Strauss in the symphonic 
poem of contemporary times. But this.is by the 
way. 

The writer’s interest had naturally been aroused 
by that portion of the causerie in which it was 
averred that there existed many points of resem- 
blance between Hebrew poetry and Hebrew 
music--that these two branches of art were 
inter-dependent, the one helping to emphasise 
the other. The subject, from a purely Jewish 
point of view, seemed full of interesting possi- 
bilities, so the interviewer subsequently sought 
and obtained enlightenment from Miss Rayson 
herself. 

Although surprisingly young, this exponent 
of the theory and practice of music is a veritable 
mine of information on matters musical. She 

Miss Rayson, A.R.C.M. is a niece of Professor Margoliouth of Oxford—a 

savant who needs no introduction to Jewish 
readers —has studied long in Dresden, speaks French and German perfectly. and 
knows more about music past and present than the longest-haired disciple of St. 
Cecilia that ever was. She has delved long and deeply into the fascinating 
treasure house of musical history, unearthing the long-forgotten melodies of many 
ages and of many nations. Her views, therefore, on the Jewish aspect of the 
matter have a freshness, a charm and, withal, an authority beyond question. 

What led you to take up this particular branch of study? asked our repre- 
sentative. 

Firstly, its fascinating character ; then, again, its sheer novelty. Few intel- 
lectual folk, whether they be lovers of poetry or music, or both, have paused to 
consider the relationship that exists between poetry and its sister art.” 

But from a Jewish point of view ? 

‘The subject,” .replied Miss Ravson, ‘is one that should interest all who 
have a love for the music and the service of the synagogue. Youare first and fore- 
most a musical race, and have given to the world manya composer whose works have 
delighted and will continue to delight humanity long after the brain that evolved 
them and the hand that penned them are no more. Undoubtedly the key to the 

music of your nation may be found in your poetry, your psalms. The immediate 
etfect of the Commandment banning the creation of ‘ graven images’ was to 
preclude the Hebrews of old from adopting the arts of painting or of sculpture. 
Artistic expression, therefore, was stifled, or rather would have been stitled had 
it not found an outlet in their poetry and in their music.” 

Will you illustrate this particular point ? 

‘‘ Not only was a Hebrew poem declaimed, it was sung. What has appeared 
to me to be a striking characteristic of a great portion of ancient Hebrew poetry 
is the parallelism of the phrases, each sentence or complete thought being mad 
up of two similar or contrasting thoughts. Here is an example :— 

Gracious is the Lord and righteous ; yea, our God is merciful (Ps. exvi. 5). 

The memory of the just is blessed: but the name of the wicked shall rot (Prov. x. 7). 
It is most probable that the accompanying music was identical in character. 
I have found that in the early period of Jewish history the words ‘to 
prophesy’ were synonymous with the words ‘to sing.” This explains the 
reference to Aaron’s sister, Miriam the prophetess, taking a timbrel in her hand, 
and being accompanied by dancers after the passage through the Red Sea. 
It is well to bear in mind the statement by some authorities, that the 
adoption by the Israelites of the trumpet as a musical instrument was a forerunner 
of the composition of Hebrew martial songs and triumphal odes.. Should this be 
the case—and everything seems to favour the assumption—it would prove con- 
clusively the resemblance that existed between Hebrew poetry and music.’ 

Miss Rayson was both surprised and interested at the suggestion that the 
music of the Sheera, as sung in the Sephardic—and in not a few Ashkenazic— 
places of worship, was considered to be identical with the melody to which it was 
sung when the downfall of Pharaoh’s hosts was an accomplished fact. 7 

Touching upon the complex question of Chazanuth—and, really, it was 
instructive to hear this versatile, non-Jewish lady descanting upon the subject 
with a hundred facts at her command-—Miss Rayson recalled the partial or 
entire absence of melody in the synagogue services of earlier days. — 

“‘Contrasted with the comparatively ornate services of to-day, the music then 
depended on the rhythm and sequence of the words of the text. The musical 
phrase was entirely subservient to the construction of the verbal sentence. It 


may be noted that music occupied a somewhat similar position in the ancient’ 


Greek drama, this old dramatic music imitating most probably not only the effect 


of the words, but also their sound by tones, accents, intervals, etc., similar to 
those of speech.” 


And Hebrew poetry ? 


“T find it partakes in the main of a lyrical or didactic nature, and that it was 
closely allied to music in much the same manner as in Greek literature. The 
dramatic element in some of the Psalms may originally have been expressed by 
antiphonal singing, but it was soon discovered that for congregational use it would 
be more effective to employ a chant similar in each successive verse. This serves 
as yet another proof of the close resemblance between Hebrew poetry and 
music, as the similarity between the measurement and the form of the verses 
of the Psalms frequently seem to require the repetition of a fixed melody. 
There is a further proof of the relationship existing between the two arts as 
far as the Jewish people are concerned. In spite of the attempt to suppress 
music after the destruction of the Temple, as a sign of mourning for the departed 
glories of Zion, its connection with the liturgy was so intimate as to warrant its 
retention. The order in which music was added to the service agrees with that of 
the contemporary Gentile services.” 

* This again,” explained Miss Rayson, ‘serves to show the close connection 
established by succeeding generations of the Jewish people between their religious 
poetry and music. As music assumed an ever increasing importance in their 
eyes, they began to utilise it for those portions of the liturgy in which it had not 
hitherto been utilised, in order to accentuate the expressive character of their 
religious ceremonies.” 


That the Gentiles likewise developed their religious music is, she thinks, but a 


proof that this appreciation of the power of the divine art increased concurrently 
with the gradual development of modern culture. Incidentally, Miss Rayson 
entertains a high opinion of contemporary synagogue music. ote 

‘To my mind, it fits iN admirably with the character of the prayers, and 
invests them with a greater significance.” : 

That the Christian Church has borrowed many of the more impressive Jewish 
tunes and that we, on our part, have appropriated certain melodies of Gentile origin, 
Miss Rayson is aware. She is inclined to the belief that we should cry quits. 

Music, after all, knows no such distinction as race or creed, and if, perchance, 
one church appropriates the melody of another, such appropriation is but a 
generous tribute to its soul-elevating character. | 

Miss Rayson made some very complimentary remarks as to our synagogue 
choirs, but, while agreeing with the utility of male-voice choirs, voted unreservedly 
for the mixed choir as the more desirable of the two. Her personal views on 
Chazanuth would not appeal to the synagogue Reader who creates a Minhay of his 
own and who, to use Miss Rayson’s expressive description, treats his congregation 
to a display of florid vocalisation at the expense of the impressive character of the 
prayers to which his melodies are set. | 

Miss Rayson consiilered our synagogue services particularly impressive, and 
made it quite clear that, as far as the musical portions thereof are concerned, 
Jewry of to-day has little indeed to learn.

We beg your permission heartily to commend to all who are able and willing 
to relieve distressed humanity, the appeal for help made on behalf of the unfortu. 
nate men, women, and children who have lost their homes and household goods 
in the recent catastrophe at Stamboul. We are informed that the property 
of few has been covered by insurance, and that the need for assistance is 
very urgent. British residents at Pera and Galata are co-operating with those of 
‘other nationalities in succouring the victims of the fire. 

A correspondent writes :-—‘‘ One can walk for several miles over nothing but 
ruins and smouldering cinders stretching from the sea of Marmora almost to the 
shore of the Golden Horn ; 2,500 dwellings, shops and other buildings have been 
destroyed. Many thousands are absolutely destitute. ‘Tents have been pitched 
in every available spot, and families are camping out in the courtvards of mosques, 
squares, gardens, and even on the sites of disused cemeteries. As during the last 
ten weeks there bave been 126 deaths from cholera, it is feared that the rate of 
mortality will greatly increase. The defective municipal arrangements for the 
prevention of fires and the lack of efficient organisation contributed to widen the 
extent of the disaster; and it has to be recorded that the fortunate presence of 
the gun-boats stationed in Turkish waters for the service of the Ambassadors has 
been of the utmost value. All are unanimous in praising the bravery and activity 
and resourcefulness of the foreign naval officers and sailors, through whose courage 
and skill, and knowledge in grappling with an emergency, the flames were overcome 
before destroying the entire city.” |

who have travelled in the European and Asiatic Provinces, and enjoyed the 
generous and traditional hospitality of the East, there are, we feel sure, many of 
our countrymen in the United Kingdom and in the Dominions beyond the Seas

Qualifications of Office. 
So the appointment of judges as guardians of the mghts of the people 
and defenders of their lives and property is the subjeet which gives its name 
to our weekly portion. What the qualifications for ofiee were we learn from 


judgment 


other parts of the Pentateuch, and notably from the advice tendered by Jethro 
to Moses to choose as Ins colleagues “able men. such as fear God, men of 
truth, hating covetousness”’ (See also Maimonides, Hilehoth Sanhedrin,” 
7). And as the system of justice developed amongst the Hebrews so the 
conditions in regard to the appointment of those who were to administer it 
vrew more stringent; let us rather say more precise. The Rabbins laid down 
such rules of selection as these: No judge miay be related to a fellow-judge, 
nor may two judyves be chosen as colleagues who are inimical to each other 
(Sanhedrin 29, a). A judge must neither be a particular friend nor an enemy 
of either of the litigants (Ketuboth. 105 bb. Nor may he have been an eye- 
witness of the offence or transaction to be described. 
Justice must be Open. 

It is worthy of notice that the judges in Scriptural times sat at the gates 
of the city. in the most conspicuous and accessible place. The Jewish tribunals 
were not to be of a secret character—-in the nature of a lelangericht. They 
were to sit in the open street, in the publie thoroughfare, in the full light of 
day, so that no-one need question the equity of their proceedings, and no-one 
be denied the opportunity of seeking redress. But apart from the publicity 
which attached to judicial procedure. the judge was warned against the tempta- 
tions to bribery and corruption which are still general in Oriental countries, 
where so much irresponsible power is often centred in an individual. And the 
judge was not to be a respecter of persons. He was not to favour the rich at 
the expense of the poor, nor the poor at the expense of the rich. Of the two 
kinds of temptation the latter is, perhaps, the more ditheult to avoid. Out of 
his very kindness of heart a judge might be inclined to favour the suit of a 
poor litigant as against the just claims of his wealthy adversary. So he is 
admonished that justice is a nobler virtue. even, than kindness is: that no man 
may take it upon himself to put one virtue in the place that should be occupied 
by another, doing wrong in order that right may ensue. It Is this principle of 
equality before the law that forms the basis of Rabbinical jurisprudence—the 
most perfect instrument of justice that the human mind has ever evolved. No 
preference, teaches the Talmud (Shebuoth 30, a) should be shown even to a 
learned man. A case involving a single Perutah must be treated with the same 
gravity as one affecting thousands (Sanhedrin 5, a). 

Apostasy and the Laws of Evidence. | 

In the primitive times which the Mosaic code had in view, the law 
against apostasy was necessarily severe. The apostate idolator was to be put 
to death. But observe how careful was the procedure in such cases, and with 


regard to all persons accused of capital offences. Everyone was to be held inno- | 


cent until he was proved guilty—the exact opposite of what obtains at the pre- 
sent day in some countries calling themselves civilised. Note the exact wording 
of the 4th verse of the 17th chapter—If it be told thee—and thou hast 
heard it—and if thou hast enquired diligently—and behold it to -be true—and 
the thing is certain”—only then, and not till then may the penalty be 
inflicted. There must be at least two witnesses to the crime. One witness 
could not suffice to swear away a man’s life. And mere circumstantial 
evidence would never be admitted. Note again that the hands of the witnesses 
themselves were to strike the first blow. Why? To provide an effective 
protection against false testimony. Many a witness would shrink from the 
act of putting a man to death unjustly, who would not hesitate to compass his 
death by false evidence. So the precaution is taken of insisting that the 
witness on whose evidence a man is to be put to death shall cast the first 
stone. It is not too much to say that the Jewish laws of evidence rendered a 
misearriage of justice almost impossible. 


The Fount of Justice. 


The head and representative of a national system of justice is a nation’s 
king. The latter portion of the seventeenth chapter treats of the election of 
a king over Israel, and the conduct which such a ‘king is to pursue. If the 
people decided to follow the example of other nations and have a king, he was 


Lhe Lord 


to be one of themselves, and not a stranger. He was to set a restraint pon 
his desires, neither multiplying wives nor horses, silver nor gold. And he was 
to prepare for himself a copy of the Jaw, which he was to study diligently, 
thus learning to fear God and preserve a humble heart. in his exalted station: 
Can we conceive wiser admonition than this? © What monarch who followed 
such advice would fall short of the highest ideals of kingship ? If. a State 
must have a king, how fortunate to be governed by a ruler. thus advised : 
“that his heart be not lifted up above his brethren, and that he turn not aside 
from the right hand to the left!’ Thus the Israelitish nation was to be 
liberated from the curse of Oriental despotism and injustice. King and sub 

ject were to stand upon the same level of relationship to God. the King of 
Kings. Other nations might regard their ruler as a deitv in human form. No 
such. idolatary was to be suffered in Israel. Ruler and ruled were. alike 
responsible to the Divine law, which was no respecter of persons, and in the 
sight of which all men are equal. 

Justice in War and Peace. 

_ The various regulations of warfare set forth in the twentieth chapter are 
distinguished by the spirit of justice and humanity pervading them. The 
faint-hearted, the newly-rnarried, one who had recently built a house or 
planted a vineyard--all were to be exempted from: military duty. In 
besieving a eity outside Palestine the inhabitants were to be given the oppor: 
tunity of peacefully surrendering and then not even the armed men in it were 
to be put to death. There was to be no wanton destruction of life. and if the 
city refused to surrender the fruit-trees surrounding it were not to be eut 
down-—" for the tree of the tield is man’s life.’ What «a contrast to the 
customs of all nations in every ‘age, who have never hesitated to achieve 
the objects of war by the practice of ruthless destruetion! But the Laweiver 
contemplates a time when the Israelitish wars will be. sueceeded by a state of 
peaceful security, and then CVery effort must be directed to the saving of 
human life. . Cities of refuge were to be appointed to: which a man who had 
caused the death of another by accident should tlee to avoid the’ wrath of the 
“avenver of blood.” Thus the ancient system of the blood teud, which recog 

nised no distinction between deliberate murder and hormtcide, was 
amended by the himmane enactment of the Mosaic law. Henceforth only the 


murderer was to be delivered into the avenger’s hand. For him there was. t 
be no city of refive, 
The Eglah Arufah. 

Finally, we come to a curious law set forth in the first nine verses of the 
2ist chapter, and this brings the week's portion to an end. — Tf someone was 
found [ving slain in the open country and the author of the erime could not 
be discovered, the judges and elders of the nearest city were to make a solemn

proclamation to this etfeet : Our hands have not shed this blood. and our eves 


have not seen it.” The Rabbins, commenting on this passage. ash: Ts it 
possible that anyone would expect the City Fathers to be guilty of such a 


crime? Then why declare their innocence 2?" This 1s the answer: They may 
not be directly responsible for the deed: thev have to prove that they are 
not even wdirectt@y responsible. They must be in a position to show that the 
murdered man was not known to the authorities. that he had not solicited 
their protection and been refused a safe escort. It is the principle of oftieial 
responsibility for crime which is set forth in this chapter. The prineiple is 
capable of endless application to modern society and systems of government. 
Hlow often do we need to ask ourselves, are we hot responsible for this or 
that wrongdoing? We even succeed ino bringing the wrony-doer to 
Justice, but can we always bring home in the mght quarter the moral responsi- 
bility of his act? In the last resort may not society itself be culpable for sins 
which it visits on some poor, unfortunate creature who has been driven to do 
wrong by circumstances which are of ovr making, which we know to be fatal 
to honesty and virtue. and vet take no trouble to alter? That is the question, 
suggested by this quaint ceremonial, whieh the State, society, every 
Individual member of it, may from time to time be called upon to answer. 


SHECHITA: 


The Board of Deputies and the Protection of Animals Act. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sirk,—In order that the Jewish public may not be misled by the corre- 
spondents who have written you upon this subject, may I be allowed to state the 
facts of the case and the position which the Board vf Deputies has taken up. As 
your rabbinical correspondents have truly stated, the Board “is there only and 
solely for the purposes ef presenting Jewish grievances to the authorities in the 
country, and to obtain either entire relief from such an intended hardship, or to 
mitigate the consequences of legislation which, in its religious application, might 
entail such hardship upon the Jewish population in this country.” Thisis exactly the 
position which the Board has taken up upon the present occasion, and this descrip- 
tion of its duties exactly tallies with the facts of the case. Brietly stated, they are 
these: A Bill is being promoted by and on behalf of the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals to regulate the slaughtering of animals for food. There is 
a clause in it which prohibits the slaughtering of any animal unless it has been 
previously rendered insensible. 

Here we have the most serious danger that has ever threatened Shechita in 
this country, and the Board of Deputies at once took steps to fulfil the duties 
which your correspondents admit devolve upon it. It strove to secure exemption 
for the Jewish mode of slaughtering from the provisions of the Bill and was met 
very sympathetically by its promoters. They would not, however, abandon their 
position unless there were communal responsibility in the selection and appoint- 
ment of the Shochetim. Such responsibility and regularisation exists at 
present, and in suggesting that any Rav should be allowed to have such 
power as suggested by Dr. Gaster and his supporters is to advocate 
a system of anarchy which would not be tolerated. In view of recent 
occurrences in connection with Shechita no one can view such a state of 
things without fear for the welfare of the community and the carrying out of 
our religious ordinances. The Chief Rabbi is to be the authority, and in the 
extraordinary event of there being, as at present, no holder of the oftlice, the 
President of the Board of Deputies, acting upon the advice of the Beth 
Din, would fulfil this duty. It must not be lost sight of that 
the promoters of the Bill will not accept’ anything short of this 
and would certainly persevere with their original scheme if we 
insisted upon the power being given to every Rav all over the country. Dr. 
Gaster does not see any objection to several Rabbonim even in the same town 
being vested with this power. Iam afraid he is hardly serious.

THE TENTH ZIONIST CONGRESS. 


AN. EPILOGUE. 


FROM AN @CCASIONAL CORRESPONDENT. | 


The desire is very natural to know the “result” of such a gathering as the 
Tenth Congress of Zionists which ended at Basle last week. Not so much to be 
gure the exact conclusions come to, for are not these so to speak recorded in the 
books of the Chronicles? ‘The anxiety is to be made acquainted with the effects 
upon the Movement and its prospects of the proceedings that have taken place and 
the resolutions come to; of the Committees appointed and the Rules agreed to——to 
understand the trend and bend which in consequence the Movement must take. 
But from this point of view the enquiry is somewhat futile. Men and women do 
not grow older only on their birthdays, and a movement such as Zionism 1s not 
necessarily moulded either towards development or enshrinkage, success or failure, 
enlargement or dissolution, just in the few days of a Congress. Indeed, it must 
be playing the rile of the empiric for anyone to dogmatise upon what has taken 
place and denominate as “results” the possibilities that may accrue. With such 
& movement anything at any moment may happen to upset 


THE NICEST CALCULATIONS, 


and the sounds of the Hatikvah may scarcely have died away upon the gentle breezes 


that waft across the Rhine which tlows swiftly through the Swiss town——as if anxious 


‘to get to the Fatherland that has made her famous—the last notes of the 


Hatikvah may scarcely have been uttered by the enthusiastic Congressers when 
the whole situation might have been ¢hanged. For at once the objective as the 
determining factor of Zionism is Turkey, and that country has never since. the 
foundation of the Movement been otherwise than in a state of flux, expectancy 
and doubt. At the moment this characteristic of Turkey's condition is accentuated 


—the young Turk is in the crucible, and no-one can tell how he will emerge, or, 


indeed, whether he will not evaporate. Portions of the country are. still 
unconquered-—still bear allegiance to Abdul Hamid. It 1s at moment a 
matter of grave doubt whether the unwise policy of ‘‘Ottomanisation ’ 1s to be 
persisted in, or whether that is to give place to a policy which will recognise and 
encourage local ditferences of race, tradition, and language. These are but some 
references to the kaleidescope of events which is bound to revolve in Turkey. that 
make any forecast of even the immediate future of Zionism as utterly unreliable, 
as under prevailing conditions any forecast of development in the country with which 
it is primarily concerned must of necessity be. To cast the horoscope: of the 
Movement from the happenings of a Congress were vain and futile. The things 
that troubled most may quickly prove of little account, and that which evoked the 
passion and energy, the strenuous debate and prolonged ‘* conversations’ of 
Congress may not weigh asa grain of sand when the progress of the Movement 
comes to be written five years hence. Bearing these reservations in mind we may 
be enabled to draw in more or less concrete form a picture of the doings of the 
Congress. Thus there appear three outstanding features in the proceedings —for 
convenience they can be stated alliteratively as three [L.'s 


LEADERSHIP, LAN( rFUAGE, LURCH, 


Of the last first: Congress showed that the movement in its Zionist policy 
had rolled heavily over from that which Herzl enunciated, and if the 
meaning of Zionism could be safely translated from the proceedings last 
week at Basle, so far as they directly concerned Palestine, it would be 
practically indistinguishable from the sort of Zionism Herzl was supposed to 
have substituted, and which he banned as a danger to Hebraism, as the Ghetto 
sear of the Jew. He hated and despised what was known as Chovev: Zionism 
he regarded it as a politically dishonest fraud. It said one thing and meant 
another. He would be no party to what he: frequently termed “smuggie” 
politics. Peaceful penetration” into Palestine, practical work in Palestine 
these he distrasted without prelinainary Hebrew rights for the Hebrew people. He 
would not have the Jews sneak into Palestine with Ghetto-bend and bowed head— 
they should go into “ their own heritage ” as proud men, conscious of their strength 
in their hard-won world-recognition as heritors of the Holy Land. He worked 
for the right to go as Hebrews: he disdained the engineering of our

like the thief in the night who would possess himself of another’s property. 
Whether Herz! was right or wrong is not here in question —the probability is that he 
was not wholly right and by no means entirely wrong. The point to observe is 
the heavy list over from his policy which the Zionist ship has taken, as manifested 
by the fact that Congress busied itself only with the things Herzl abjured—-that 
in the President’s opening address there was not a single word of the work 
to which Herzl chietly devoted himself--the winning for the Hebrew of political 
rights as Hebrew in Palestine by the favour of the Turk and the concurrence 
of the Powers. But the Congress did not revert entirely to the policy of 
Chovevi Zionism, with the national aims and objects which it was known to 
cherish, however it might mask and disguise them. ‘‘ We want no political rights 
in Palestine,” protested Herr Wolffsohn. “ We want merely to provide a home for 
our wandering people in Palestine”—pure philanthropy towards the stricken of 
our people, in which we must invoke the aid of the Turkish authority, and promise 
them the reward of an excellent immigrant population. This was the keynote of 


the Congress. It was elaborated by Dr. Max Nordau in a magnificent oration 


magnificent, not for the Zionism it ingeminated, but for the lurid panorama of 
woe which it presented as the lot of our persecuted brethren, for

of Jews in Turkey and elsewhere who have done what in them lay to close the 
avenue of escape which the Ottoman Empire in. general, and Palestine in par- 
ticular, could be for our poor forced-wanderers. From the Zionist point of 
view—not merely Zionist as Herzl understood it, but Zionist as Chovevi Zionists 
preached it—Nordau’s speech may have been magnificent, but it was not war. 


_ It yielded nine-tenths of the ground to anti-Zionists by the virtual acknowledg. 


ment that the Jewish question was entirely a question of emigration from lands 
of persecution—the question of Wohin. To be sure, the Zionist has always 
recognised this as an important element in the problem he set out to solve, but 
never, by any manner of means, as anything like the whole problem. 
above all, has he regarded the mere finding of an asylum for the wanderer as the 
solution of the Jewish question. Thus Zionism has brought itself up--or down— 
to the level of the Hilfsrerein, the Ica, against which and all its works it was once 
wont toe thunder, the Ito, the General Jewish Colonising Organisation and 
all other associations which busy themselves with Jewish emigration. The 
differentiation of Palestine “or at least some portion of Turkey,” is one of method 
and not of principle. Nothing could have made this clearer than the speech of 
Dr. Katzenelsohn, who inaugurated a distinct departure for the Movement in 
the regulation and control of emigration. His observatious could have been 
addressed with complete aptness to the work of any of the organisations men- 
tioned. They could not have been delivered to.a Zionist Congress when Herz] 
led the Movement. To be sure this activity on the part of Zionists may prove

in general and as such and from that point of view may be commended, especially 
if Zionists feel they can no longer pursue the real work of Zionism. But there is 
all the difference in the world in a movement which undertakes to salve derelict 
Jews and one which strives for the salvation of the Hebrew people. And that is 
precisely the difference of Zionism as it was and Zionism as itis, It is not so 


tration this element, this body of opinion will have free play.

much a difference between Zionism and Chovevi Zionism as the introduction of a 
new form of Zionism-—Rachmonus Zionism. Whether in the future, the Move- 
ment will bear the same differentiation to its past-is in the lap of the gods. Herz! 
always warned us that an immigration of Jews into Palestine without definite 
rights as Hebrews would) wufatis mutandis breed for us there a crop of troubles 
such as have resulted from a migration of Jews to any other spot on Earth, that 
the Jews who enter will be used as a barrier against their own brethren.. The 
Red Ticket, it must be confessed, is a danger signal in this direction. But there 
is a further consideration. To what extent will the Jewish migration to Palestine 
become Hebrew, and to what extent will it, if not in itself in the second generation, 
become merely Ottoman of the Jewish persuasion?  Chovevi Zionists always 
relied on overcoming this by the influence upon immigrants of the land. Those 
who have observed, however, tell us, that there are strong indications that the land 
intluence has not been conspicuous up to now and that emigration, without those 
political rights which will 

DIFFERENTIATE THE POPULATION 
as distinctively Hebrew, means bringing into Palestine Jews who will become 
Turks. If this should be the upshot of the emigration that is now being 
forced to Palestine, then what energy will be left in a movement manned 
by Zionists to maintain it? Here, perhaps, we had best come to another of our L's. 
Leadership. This the Congress has entrusted to « collegium of five, of which Prof. 
Warburg, though not accorded the title officially, will virtually be President. The 
arrangement, a somewhat anarchic one, is that all members of the Inner Actions 
Committee are equally leaders, though none are in fact leadersatallof the movement. 
Of the other members of this cinquefoil product of the Russian delegates now 
planted on Zionist soil, Dr. Hantke is a Berlin lawyer, whose Zionism was mani 
fested recently in the proposal that the Tenth Congress should not be a Congress, 
but an exhibition mainly of gymnastic display as produced in Valestine. Dr. 
Schmarje Lewin, a forceful personality, has won his spurs onthe platform notably 
in America. He was one of the most violent opponents of the 
East Africa scheme upon which ‘he perpetrated the. unique epigram: 
“If it is good it is bad, if it is bad it is good.” He is reputed to have publicly 
expressed a total disregard of cash as a sinew of Zionist war, preferring to fight 
with the weapon of idealism. He was a member of the Duma, one of the signa 
tories of the Wyborg Manifesto, and was condemned to imprisonment at the same 
time as Dr. Katzenelsohn. Unlike the latter and the majority of the signatories, 
however, he did not see the force, of serving his sentence in a Russian gaol and 
made himself unamenable to the Russian authorities. Dr. Jacobson has been one 
of the Managers of the Anglo-Levantine Bank in Constantinople, where he was 
quite unable to control the unfortunate ‘ Press Campaign” into which the Movement 
entered, largely, it is said, on his initiative. He isanear kinsman of M. Ussischkin, 
and it is probably due to this fact that he tinds himself on the Inner Actions Com. 
mittee. M. Ussischkin apparently was not strong enough at this Congress to secure 
his own election, he was too strong entirely to be ignored; and hence Dr. Jacobson 
was chosen in compromise. Herr Nahum Sokolow 1s, of course, the well-known 
journalist - a charming writer, a profound Hebraist, and an accomplished linguist. 
For some time he acted as General Secretary of the Movement under Woltfsohn at 
Cologne. Of these, Sokolow, Lewin and Jacobson are strong Nationalists, 
Hantke has always appeared asa<i/etfamte Zionist in the Movement, in it largely by 
reason of his intimate personal friendship for Wolffsohn, The President of this 
(‘ommittee, Professor Warburg, 1s a German doctinaive with | 

PASSION FOR COLONISATION, 

He colonised for the German Government in Anatolia, and he entered the Move 
ment professedly as a coloniser in Palestine. Of Jewish Geis’ he never pretended 
an atom—Jewish tradition, Jewish history. Judaism itself, are for him strange 
lands. But he is a man of strong will; who means always to bave his way, and 
mostly gets it. He is wonderfully resourceful and ingenious --he throws out new 
plans and schemes with the rapidity and energy of a breech-loading repeating ritle. 
It would appear, however, from the letter which Heer Kann addressed to the 
Congress, that Professor Warburg’s plans frequently shoot wide of the mark. 
Indeed, it is doubtful whether one of the many of them which he has _ pro- 
jected has hit 2 bull’s-eve. Still, he is the darling of the gods,-who in Con- 
gress form the Russian section; they see in him a man whom. they 
can utilise for all sorts and kinds of what they term ‘ practical ”’ 
work in Palestine. He is to boot a professor and not a Handler—not even a mere 
banker --and for that vour Russian, with his remarkable thirst for, and admiration 
of, academic culture, will swallow everything. Indeed, it will be noted that the 
new /.etvfuniy igs composed entirely of those who have won the distinction of 
doctorship, with a single exception—that of Herr Sokolow—which proves the 


‘rule. Now, if it turn outthat the emigration into Palestine policy has the result 


of merely making the emigrants

will the present administration persist in it? So far as Professor Warburg is 
concerned, there ts little doubt he will—for he is interested in the whole Move- 
ment almost entirely as coloniser, and if he is able to enforce his will on his col 
leagues then the policy will be maintained. From Dr. Hantke on this point he 
is not likely to encounter much opposition, nor is he from Dr. Jacobson, who will, 
during a large portion of his time, be away from Berlin, in Constantinople. 
Sokolow is doubtful upon the point, but Lewin is likely to be the determining 
factor. Perhaps after all, however, the administration just formed will prove 
short-lived, and it may well be that those who have made the purge they have 
will find themselves hoist on their own petard. For there is in the Movement a 
large body of opinion dead against Chovevi Zionism, and even more deadly 
opposed to Rachmonus Zionism. There is a considerable Nationalist element 
loyal to the teachings of the great master of the Movement, Herzl, and these have 
been held in check, restrained by Wolffsohn, who has ever been the blank sheet 
between the Old and the New Testaments. With his removal from the adminis-

which they are frankly opposed, it is made up of those who favour a kind of Zionism 
with which they are outofsympathy. ‘Time alone will prove whether this element 
has the energy to assert itself or to do so effectually. But sufficient has been said to 
show how vain it were to become didactic over the results of the Congress or to 
pin oneself to such a prophecy as that indulged in by Ussischkin that the Congress 
had secured peace and concord in the Movement. There remains, however, 
the third L—Language. The Tenth Congress, as has been noted in these 
columns, will be distinguished as having given a remarkable impetus to Hebrew 
asa living language—as having presented before the Hebrew people the possi- 
bility of at once regaining its priceless heritage of the Hebrew tongue. In this 
Nationalists who stand firm by Zionism as. in Herzl’s.. time may well 
rejoice. for nothing so much as the regaining of Hebrew as_ the language 
of the Hebrew people will foster the national ideal. But, how 
pray does this fit in with the asseveration that Zionism is striving for nothing save 
the placing of oppressed Jews into a home of safety—how with the virtual 
proclamation that Zionism is but an emigrating movement—almost accidentally to 
Turkey because that land has never oppressed Jews. If this were all, Hebrew 
would be superfluous. Jews from Russia, from Poland, from Roumania, would be 
as comfortable and as economically secure in Turkey or in Palestine, speaking 
Turkish or Arabic, as they are in England speaking English, or in Germany speak- 
ing German, Only if the Jews who migrate are to become Hebrews, only if that is

ment. And, in so recognising it, Congress has presented a contradictory attitude. 
It has proclaimed that it meant emigration as a measure of relief that and nothing 
more—at one moment, and at the next that it meant a great deal more. This 
must be so, for it stood fast by the National tongue of the Hebrew people, the 
basis of our National being. And, in very truth, except in a small minority of 
the Congress, of which, perhaps, Professor Warburg is the most distinguished 
representative, this is exactly the fact Congress talked of emigration for derelict 
Jews, of a haven of safety for our oppressed brethren. but our 
NATIONAL REGENERATION 

asthe Hebrew people in Palestine was never absent from the thoughtsof the delegates. 
This hiding and masking and cloaking the truth was the policy of Chovevi Zionism 
which Herzl would never countenance. In his view it was a“ boomerang ” policy 
which would recoil with fatal effect on those who adopted it. He preferred the open 
diplomacy -the policy that told the world in no uncertain tones. in no roundabout 
periods, what he was after. If the world refused him he would go on telling and 
demanding—whatever happened the world would be under no delusion as to what 
he wanted. Perhaps his was a wrong policy—maybe his diplomacy was faulty. 
But if the present policy is right, if the present diplomacy is fleckless, how comes 
the Congress to have let the cat out of the bag to the extent it did when in face of 
all its protestations in a contrary direction it made such a magnificent demonstra- 
tion of Jewish Nationalism as was involved by the impetus it gave to Hebrew as a 
living language’ In that demonstration is the proof that Zionism—Jewish 
Nationalism-~-is stil a living potent force in the Hebrew people. 


BANQUET TO HERR WOLFFSOHN. 
(From our Correspondent.) 
BASLE, AUGUST 17. 

The Tenth Congress terminated last night with a banquet given in honour of 
the retiring leader of the Movement, Herr David Wolffsohn. The smal! congress 
hall of the Casino, where fourteen years ago the immortal Herzl opened the first 
/\onist gathering, was beautifully decorated for the occasion. About a hundred 
of the leading delegates of the Congress, representing all parties and fractions of 
the Organisation, assembled to do honour to the man whom M. Ussischkin, on the 
previous day, described as the hero of the Congress, and who is generally regarded 
as the future leader of the Zionists. Phe hot opponents of the past week consti- 
tuted the peaceful gathering of vesterday, where M. Ussischkin and Dr. Boden 
heimer, Dr. Weizmann and Dr. Marmorek were all assembled for one purpose, to 
entertain Herr Wolffsohn. To the tune of the Hlatiie ch the retiring President 
entered the hall, the audience rising to cheer him heartily. Then followed the 
dinner and a series of addresses, all paying tributes to Herr Wolffsohn. The newly- 


elected President of the Inner’ Actions Committee, Professor Warburg, 
expressed the hope that “David” Woltfsohn and the tive members 


of the so-called College might form the six corners of the Moyeu-Darui. 
Herrn Motzkin, Gronemann and Podlihevsky and Drs. Klee, Friedemann, 
watzenelsohn, and Professor Friedlinder, eulogised the activity and qualities of 
the former President of the Movement as well as those of his wife. Amid loud 
cheers, Dr. Katzenelsohn kissed Herr Wolffsolhn, and the latter rose to reply.

WHAT ZIONISM HAS GIVEN THE JEWS. 


BY Dr. J. Ls. MAGNES. 


Zionism is the name of the’ attempt on the part of the Jews to bring the Land 
of Israel into the centre of Jewish life. The modern Zionist movement is about a 
generation old, and the first Zionist Congress was held only fourteen years ago. 
Yet, Zionism has penetrated the life, the thought, the very phrasing of the modern 
Jew. This attempt to establish the Jewish Centre in Palestine has of itself already 
enriched the Jewish people with an increase of character, of ideas, and of actual 
achievement. 

The main contribution of Zionism to the modern Jews is the conception of the 
Jews as a people. The Jews are nota‘ gipsy camp” nor are they only one of a 
number of religious sects, such as Baptists or Unitarians. The Jews are a people, 
with a national past, a national present, anda national future. Zionism is based 
upon the idea of internationalism, i.e., the preservation of nations—the Jews 
among them--the development of their distinctive characters and their peaceful 
interaction one upon the other. Zionism opposes a vague cosmopolitanism that would 
reduce all men and nations to one type. As a consequence, it opposes the 
assimilation, the absorption of the Jew, by the peoples among whom he lives. 
Zionism is the expression of the Jlew’s belief in himself, in his power to be of 
service to humanity as a Jew. The whole literature of Zionism and all: of its 
practical achievements can be understood on the basis of these central ideas. 

Almost synonymous with the idea of a people is that of a land and language. 
The Jews have always cherished these fundamental conceptions —the land of Israel 
and the Hebrew tongue--but in the intoxication of the new-found political eman- 
cipation of the nineteenth century, many blunderingly imagined themselves com 
pelled to give up the tradition of the ancestral soil and the ancestral speech. 
Zionism has given back to the Jews these sustaining elements. 

As to the land of Israel, Zionism has emphasised the fact that it is to-day and 
has never ceased to be the centre of Jewry. 

[t contends further that with the breakdown of the great reservoirs of Judaism 
in astern Kurope, it’is all the more necessary for all the Jews together definitely 
to establish the national reservoir in its natural place -the land of our origin, the 
land in which our Bible was produced, the land towards which our people has 
turned throughout its entire history. Here, Zionism contends, Judaism may develop 
In its own atmosphere and upon its native soul. Here, at least, the Jews may be a 
majority and not as everywhere, a minority. Here they may be concentrated and not 
dispersed. Here they may have a territorial centre with some decree of political 
autonomy and with a farming population as the backbone of the domain. Here 
they may have a spiritual centre, and the Judaism here developed may in many 
ways be authoritative for, and enrich the Judaism of, the Jews in other parts of 
the world. | 

That Palestine is such a centre is shown by the growth of the Hebrew 
language as a living tongue. l'nder the intluence of Zionism, numbers of 
enthusiastic young men and women have settled in Palestine and have succeeded 
in making the language of the fathers live again inthe mouths and hearts of the 
children. New methods of teaching the language have been devised there, and 
the Jews all over the world have not been slow to take advantage of these methods 
in order to stimulate a renewed interest in the national tongue. We are witnesses 
of a revival of Hebrew literature. We have our poets, our essayists, our story 
tellers, our journalists. The history of modern national revivals shows no more 
remarkable achievement than this of the old People and the old Land and the old 
Language become young again, . 

Zionism has given birth also to the idea of a Jewish culture that can be 
estimated, if need be, apart from religion, in the narrower, technical sense of this 
term. Jewish art, the Jewish drama, Jewish handicrafts, are largely in their 
beginnings, and the Jewish music of an older day, folk music as well as sacred, 
has been made available for further development. ‘This idea of a national culture 
has given many a Jew his place in Jewry. If the Jews were merely one of a large 
number of religious sects, a Jew, unsettled in his theology, would not know where 
or if he belonged within the Jewish denomination. The Jews as a people, how 
ever, have a place for everyone born a Jew and desirous of remaining a Jew, quite 
aside from the intensity of his religious ideas or observances. 

But it is in the domain of religion itself that Zionism has exercised the greatest 
influence. It has given emphasis and a modern turn to the thought of a medieval 


Zionist, Jehuda Halevi; that it is not so much through the individual soul 


or the’ process of nature, as it is) through membership in the Jewish 
people and through their history, that the God of Israel may be known. Further- 
more, it is largely due to the influence of Zionism that many of the oriental aspects 
of Judaism, and many of the religious customs, observances and traditions of the 
Jewish people, have become endeared to an increasing number of young Jews and 
Jewesses. It is the experience of Zionism that once the Jew becomes loyal to 
Israel, he becomes a devotee of Israel’s religion. His early ardour may be for the 
Jews alone; thus aroused, it strengthens into interest and affection for all things 
Jewish; increasing knowledge and intimacy lead inevitably to the climax 
devotion to Jewish religion. 

Zionism has been a great destroyer of sham and cant among the Jews. It has 
insisted that the Jew be frank and proud about his Judaism. It introduced the 
custom—still horrifying to erypto-Jews—of holding mass-meetings and of discuss- 
ing Jewish topics in the open. Jews who “resign” from their race or their people 
have been branded with shame. By means of these meetings, Zionism has been 
able also to heap scorn and ridicule upon a so-called Jewish ‘ mission” that has 
no missionaries, and that sighs for a Messianic day when Jews will be no more. 
The opponents of Zionism cannot forgive it for confounding them and their preten- 
sions. But the real effect of this has been an increased self-respect. Many a 
ran-away Jew has been brought up with a halt by Zionism, and has been given 
back to his people, and has been made everlastingly grateful for this strengthening 
of his moral fibre. 

Zionism has taken a unique attitude toward anti-Semitism. Unlike other 
theories of Judaism, Zionism insists upon the very premise of the anti-Semites, 
that the Jews are a people among the peoples, a nation among the nations. We 
have no desire to hide this fact or to explain it away. But we ask, shall we, 
because we are a distinctive and stiff-necked people, be persecuted and beaten 
from pillar to post? We confidently await the verdict of the Twentieth Century,

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that the rights of minority nationalities, wherever they may be, must be recognised, 
just as the rights of minority religions are coming to be recognised among civilised 
men. 

As a practical contribution to the solution of the so-called Jewish Question, 
Zionism has insisted that this question be brought frankly within the range of 
international politics. The A lite was the first Jewish organi: 
sation that apprehended the Jewish Question in its political aspects. All inter- 
national Jewish organisations are now e1igaged in the solution of the political phases 
of the problem. But the Zionist organisation is perhaps the only one openly 
declaring that political means must be employed to secure the end in view. This 
unique position of the “Zionist organisation is due primarily to Its democratic 
character. It speaks not with the voice of the few, but with the voice of a people. 
For the expression of its aims and the formulation of plans, the Zionist movement 
created a Jewish Congress. This is the first Parliament that the Jews have had 
since the destruction of their political independence. The Congress is that forum 
where all questions affecting the Jewish people may be discussed by duly elected 
representatives of the people. The Congress has become the symbol of the better 
organisation of the Jews for self-help. It is the highest expression of Jewish 
brotherhood. 

It is due largely to the influence of Zionism that the Jews in various parts of 
the world are beginning to organise for the advancement of Judaism. In acon. 
glomerate of nationalities like the Austro-Hungarian Empire, it is due to Zionism 
that the Jews are insisting upon the recognition of Jewish nationality and upon 
due representation as a nation in the Imperial Parliament. In the Ottoman Empire, 
likewise, Zionism stands for the right of all nationalities of the Empire to develop 
their national soul, while maintaining at the same time the political and territorial 
integrity of the Empire. Although the policy of the Young Turks has been favour. 
ing the compulsory Turkification of all the nationalities of the Empire, signs are 
not lacking now that the policy for which Zionism stands among the Jews will be 
applied.to all of the component peoples of the Ottoman State. A similar process 
will in time. let us hope, make of Russia an Empire that recognises the equal rights 
of all its numerous nationalities. In America, where the grouping of Jews politi- 
cally has no place, it is primarily for religious and cultural purposes that the Jews 
are beginning to form themselves into organised communities. 

With a centre in the land of Israel and well-ordered communities among the 
nations, the Jews will be on the road to realising the ideal that. Zionism places 
before them. 

In addition to the general idea of comprehensive and statesmanlike organisa 
tion, the Zionist movement has given several institutions to the Jewish people. 
Above all, the Jewish National Fund contains the idea, for the first time expressed 
in modern Jewish hfe, that the whole people must raise a fund which shall be 
the inalienable possession of the people and which shall be used for the great 
national purpose of acquiring and developing the national centre. This fund 
enjoys the widest popularity among the Jews. It is a genuinely national institu- 
tion. Moreover, there are the Zionist banks, said to be owned by a larger 
number of shareholders than any other banking institution. In Palestine itself 
the Jews have proven conclusively their ability to become farmers. ‘The story of 
shopkeepers and tailors and students who have made the desert to blossom as the 
rose, is a romance in which the heroism and devotion and hard labour of Jewish 
national frontiersmen may be found in generous measure. — 

Whatever occurs in Palestine is of importance to all of the Jews, for Palestine 
is the national centre ; and for this reason the success there, of farmers, of co- 
operative settlements, of schools, of banks. has a national significance, which does 
not attach to the activity of Jews in any other land. | 

Above all things, Zionism has broug!it out the Jew’s love of freedom and his 
native courage. Zionism means that the Jew is not willing always to be the guest 
of the nations, however welcome, but that, on the contrary, he wishes somewhere 
in the world to be a generous host. Zionism has inspired many Jews and 
Jewesses to become pioneers in the land of Israel and to stand up in defence of the 
Jewish name wherever the Jew may dwell. It has made heroes and heroines of 
modern Jews. It has given the Jew a great cause for which to sacrifice. himself. 
It has straightened bent backs and given dignity to.a whole people. It has been 
in its short existence a moral, a cleansing, an ennobling Movement; and we 
believe that it will have the power to carry its splendid mission to fulfiment.

Though the agitation engineered by the Public Burial Society 


Opposition to the against the Shechita Board has gained ground and become moré 
Shechita Board. acute by the introduction of an outside ‘‘ shochet,” the atmos- 

phere has been cleared, inasmuch as it is now known who are 
the real malcontents and the powers behind the Public Burial Society. A certain 
section of the local poulterers have, for obvious reasons, from the very outset 
resented the necessary supervisory measures introduced by the Board of Shechita, 
aud have chafed under the system introduced for the proper conduct of the trade. 
Matters came toa head by the necessary drastic steps taken by the Shechita’ 
Board td close unauthorised poultry yards. It seems that a survival of the old 
conditions of chaos still tlourished in the practice of some of the large poulterers 
to utilise convenient backyards and stables for the slaughtering of poultry. The 
matter was brought to light by complaints made to the local sanitary authorities, 
and the Executive of the Shechita Board took immediate action to suppress this 
breach of the regulations. 

Meetings of the Executive of the Shechita Board were held during the week, 
and last Sunday a special meeting of all the representatives on the Board at 
which all the local Rabbis were present) was convened to deal with the situation. 
In the absence of the President, Mr. V. Lightman, J.P., Mr. Albert Yewdall 
presided. In giving a résw of the situation, the Chairman dealt with the com- 
plaints against the price of meat and the’charge for the killing of poultry under 
the Leeds Shechita Board, and pointed out that there were no legitimate grounds 
for the present agitation as Leeds compared advantageously with other Jewish 
centres in this respect. He observed that it was essential that the community 
should be acquainted with the true facts of the situation,-and he looked with 
contidence to their co-operation and support in resisting the attempt that was 
being made to wreck the Shechita Board. After protracted deliberations, during 
which special regulations were made to deal with the situation that had arisen, it 
was unanimously resolved that a circular letter be at once issued to the com- 
munity, requesting that poultry be bought only from those poulterers who are 
under the supervision of the Shechita Board, and the jurisdiction of the Beth Din.

Tikotsky, Financial Secretary ; and Miss G. Daiches, Corresponding Secretary ; 
together with a Committee of twelve. 


: The deep interest evinced by Jewish parents in the special 
Educational Facilities. educational facilities offered by the local authorities is 

retlected in the increasingly large proportion of ‘Jewish 
educational successes recorded from time to time. 

The Leeds Education Committee have just issued prospectuses and handbooks 
for the year 1911-12 of the many educational institutions under their control. The 
handbooks show the existence of a very comprehensive scheme of education, 
atfording facilities for children to continue their education beyond the elementary 
school right away up to the University. The secondary schools continue to record 
many successes, giving a thoroughly sound education over a period of at least four 
years. Many of the best schools are open to girls, and have kindergarten depart- 
ments. In the day preparatory trades schools, which are becoming more widely 
known and appreciated each session, courses are provided for boys preparatory to 
their entering a workshop. There is no trade in Leeds for which there are not 
classes of some kind in the technical evening schools. There are excellent courses 
at the Central School of Commerce for those who desire to know the best modern 
commercial methods, or to become proficient in modern languages or in literature. 
At a number of domestic institutions girls and young women are taught home 
management, cookery—with special course for Jewish girls—needlework, dress- 
making and millinery. The Leeds School of Art, in Vernon Street, with its well- 
equipped workshops, is now too well known to need further recommendation. 
Landscape and garden design and furniture design and interior decoration are new 
courses this year. The City of Leeds School of Music, at the Leeds Institute, 
presents an attractive programme of work. Mr. Stewart Macpherson, Professor 
of the Royal Academy of Music, is the new examiner, and there is hardly any side 
of musical culture unrepresented in the prospectus. Pamphlets and prospectuses, 


with detailed information, may be obtained free of cost on application to the 
Leeds Education Department or at the schools. 


It is gratifying to record the splendid progress made by the 
sowie ie recently-formed Jewish Naturalisation Society, which now has a 
aturalisation membership of 160. Under its auspices twenty-five members 


Society. have already received their certificates of naturalisation, and a 
large number of memorials are awaiting the attention of the Home 
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Office. The Society has accomplished some very useful work during the past 
session, several evenings each week having been devoted, at the Headquarters of 
the Society at the Jewish Institute Rooms, to the taking of the declarations of 
the members and the filling-up of the necessary forms. The Executive have been 
indefatigable in their efforts, and Messrs. V. Lightman, J.P. (President), Councillor 
M. Myers (Vice-President), 8. Wolfson (Treasurer), and H. M. Simans (Hon. 
Secretary) have throughout the session given their personal attention to. the 
necessary detail work. Many prominent city magistrates have evinced their 
interest in the Society and expressed their willingness to attend the declaration 
meetings. The Society is still enrolling new members. 


The Leeds Kosher Kitchen and its Methods. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sirn,—May I crave the indulgence of your esteemed journal to give publicity to the 
outrageous methods adopted by the Leeds Kosher Kitchen. ‘This organisation, estab- 
lished some nine years ago for the purpose of providing kosher dinners to all Jewish 
inmates of the local infirmary and hospitals, receives considerable support from all 
sections of the community, as instanced by the fact that they have at the present time 
over 1,300 subscribers, and the amount.contributed during the present year was over £354. 

Taking as I doa prominent interest in practically all the Jewish communal and 
charitable institutions in Leeds (including the Kosher Kitchen), my name is sufficient 
guarantee that I would not make this complaint unless it was in the best interests of the 
whole of the community. Ihave recently had many instances brought to my notice of 
ailing coreligionists, in-patients at the hospitals, having been refused the servicés of the 
Kosher Kitchen, on the ground that they did not happen to be subscribers to that 
Institution! Upon representations being made to those responsible, the friends of those 
concerned were given the ultimatum that no kosher dinners would be. supplied, 
unless they immediately became subscribers, and also paid a fine, invariably of 
one guinéa, as a penalty for not having previously been subscribers. In many 
instances this outrageous demand has been complied with, but unfortunately 
in most cases, particularly those of poor coreligionists, it was impossible to 
raise the necessary money, and the unfortunate i je have been compelled 
for the first time in their lives to eat trifa food. One's b bod 
methods of persecution could be possible in a Jewish community, and it is for the 
purpose of arousing public opinion to put a stop to the perpetration of this C/illi/ Haske vn, 
that I crave your Plaable assistance. IT have already made representations through the 
local Beth Din to the Executive of the Kosher Kitchen, but they still have the audacity 
to persist in an attitude which, to say the least of it, is inhuman.

INTERVIEW WITH THE SOLICITOR-GENERAL. 
DEPUTATION 'TO THE RT. HON. AUSTEN CHAMBERLAIN, M.D. 


MR. CHAMBERLAIN AND NATURALISATION. 


[By our Special Correspondent. ] 

The adjournment of the further discussion, in Committee, of the Insurance Bill till 
October, has not interfered with the activities of the several members of the Confer- 
ence who are responsible for ‘‘ lobbying |’ and ‘“‘ interviewing’ members of Parliament. 

\W hile engaged in the latter work, Mr. I. Solomons, Mr. A. Lewinstein and Mr. 
B. A. Fersht, introduced by Mr. Stuart M. Samnel, M.P., had an interview with Sir 
John Simon, M.P., the Solicitor-General. He was most sympathetic with the objects 
of the Conference, and expressed the belief that the Bill’ will be amended to admit 
“aliens” into “approved societies.’ On the question of the State grant, after a 


membership. and domicile of five years, he would not. commit himself 
until he has discussed the matter with Rufus — Isaacs, M.P., 


and Mr. Stuart M. Samuel, M.P. He was of the opinion, however, if 
opposition could be mollified an amendment to that etfect might be considered. He 
admitted the force of the arguments and the strength of the case. 


Deputation to Mr. Austen Chamberlain. 

Meanwhile, the present. writer was in communication with the Right Hon. Auster 
Chamberlain, M.P., asking him to receive a deputation. This Mr. Chamberlain readily 
agreed to. His letter making the appointment was couched in very cordial terms. A 
deputation accordingly waited on the right honourable gentleman at his house. With 
him was Mr. H.S. Foster, M.P., who, with Mr. Worthington Evans, has charge of the 
Bill on the Unionist side of the House of Commons. The whole position 
of the Jewish Friendly Societies “was fully gone into: their - present’ position 
and that which will probably be created should Clause 35 remain unamended. 
The position ot the members, native born, naturalised and alien, was made 
quite clear, and the amendments published in these columns on August. tth, 
embodying the views of the Conference, were given to the two gentlémen. Then 
followed the plea for the State grant for aliens who had qualitied in the two conditions 
declared above five years membership of an approved society and domicile in this ountry 

| Mr. Chamberlain’s Views. 

Having heard most of the members of -the deputation, Mr. Chamberlain agreed the 
alien had a just grievance if foreed into the “deposit system,” and saw the danger 
attending Jewish Friendly Societies in consequence. He was prepared to support the 
admission of aliens into approved societies. He saw the justice of that. Indeed, he 
Was particularly impressed with the cases or two members of the deputation, both of 
whorh were domiciled in this country upwards of thirty years—one for thirty-six years 
whd were not naturalised and under the Bill in its present form were penalised 
by being driven into the Post Office and deprived of the State grant. These practical 
illustrations of thousands of similar cases received Mr. Chamberlain s and Mr. Foster's 
complete sympathy. Mr. Chamberlain, however, wanted time to consider the question 
of State Grants to Aliens after a qualifying period. He assured the deputation that 
the matter would not be overlooked. It would receive his very earnest attention. To 
assist him, he asked tor copies of the proposed amendments in proper form accompanied 
by a memorandum setting forth all the arguments employed by the speakers, 
as he beheved a very strony case had been made out, and when considering the question 
would hke to have all the points before him. Mr. foster expressed himself in the same 
terms, and asked for a copy of the memorandum that would be sent to Mr. Chamberlain. 
He agreed with Mr. Chamberlain that the case made out was very strong. Both 
ventlemen added this: while they might look with favour ona State grant for the alien 
who had qualified, the dithculty was to convince the pubhe that it was right Jut as the 
(‘onference assured them that five years’ membership was evidence of good conduct, and 
tive years’ residence evidence of a desire to be permanently domiciled, these points, 
tovether with those raised as to the immunity of the Jewish workers from prolonged and 
serious illness owing to the healthy occupations they follow, might assist them in 
impressing the House of Commons that it wonld be an advantage to give this encourage 
ment to the better class alien; for those who fultt] these conditions must be the better class 

Mr. Chamberlain and Naturalisation. 

Incidentally the naturalisation question was introduced, and the deputation com- 
plained of the severity of the “literary “ test, in addition to the high fee. Both Mr. 
Chamberlain and Mr. Foster felt that the “literary ” test must remain.if only as an 
inducement to the ahen to learn the language. Otherwise he must remain cut off from 
Enylish literature and its history, from its newspapers and consequently trom the daily 
life of the people. They would not, however, say that the test was always wisely 
administered. This side of the question imight receive consideration. But--and here 
both gentlemen were emphatic—they did not believe the money test was a good test, 
or real test. The question of reducing the fee should receive attention, and at a later 
date may be brought up again. | 

Before the deputation departed Mr. Chamberlain again expressed sympathy with 
the cause, and promised to consider very earnestly the question of the State grant after 
a qualifying period. The deputation thanked Mr. Chamberlain and Mr. Forster 
sincerely and felt the interview had been most satisfactory from every point of view, 
and that the object they sought to accomplish had been considerably advanced. 

Assurances from the Treasury. 

Further correspondence with the Treasury has taken place, and in view of the 
adjournment of ‘the House, little will be done till the end of September. That this delay 
will in no way endanger the prospects may be gathered from a letter from Mr. John 
Rowland who, writing on Angust Ist, says, “ The Chancellor wishes me to assure you 
that there is no danger of the matter being lost sight of.” 

Mr. Braithwaite, writing on August ith says :—“ You need have no anxiety that the 
interests you represent will be ignored.” Mr. Masterman has also written and he is 
discussing the matter with the Attorney-General. So on the eve of the adjournment 
the prospects are exceedingly good. The Government are sympathetic. J.eading mem- 
bers of the opposition are sympathetic. Private members on both sides of the House 


of Commons have promised support. Little will now be done till the New Year. May 
its dawa bring news of peace and prosperity.

BOOKS REVIEWED. 
THE JEWISH QUARTERLY REVIEW. 


The July number begins the second year of the new series, and it makes a 
good start. Able and interesting articles and first-rate notes and notices fill its 
pages. 


But there is something more than. mere excellence: here to gladden the heart 


of the well-wisher to the Review. The subjects of the articles are predominantly 
Biblical and Talmudic, the mediwval literature does not absorb most of the space 
as it did in the tirst volume. Thus we have a very important “ Miscellany of 
Lexical and Textual Notes on the Bible” by Dr. Felix Perles (of Konigsberg). 
This article is marked at once by sound philology and brilliant conjecture. Then 
there is an ingenious suggestion from the papers of the late J. D. Wynkoop (of 
Amsterdam). He was of opinion that in many cases sayings were falsely attri. 
buted to particular Rabbis because of some verbal peculiarity in the saying. “I 
was, more than oné¢e, forcibly struck by the marked resemblance which the name 
or surname of an author betrays to the saying assigned to him.” Now, some of 
the instances cited are obviously intentional plays on words; others are mere 
coincidences; the rest certainly need consideration. The author adduces no less 
than thirty-nine cases in which the wording of the saying corresponds to the name 
of the Rabbi cited. The instances, Dr. Wynkoop thought, “ suffice to prove that 
the method of recording the names of sages, especially those in the Haggadic 
writings, is not to be judged by a strictly historical standard, and that their 
Savings are not to be regarded as directly received from the lips of those to whom 
they are attributed.” Personally, Iam not convinced that tne theory throws much 
new light on the question of the authorship of Rabbinic sayings. 

Another Talmudic problem is discussed by Dr. H. Malter, of Philadelphia— 
namely, the Tosefta (literally addition), in its present formaduplicateof the Mishnah. 
“ Like the latter, it is divided into six orders or sections, sub-divided into treatises 
bearing, with slight variations, the same titles as the corresponding treatises of 
the Mishnah. The content, too, 1s practically the same; the main difference 
between the two is that the Mishnah presents the traditional law ina highly con 
densed form, whereas the Tosefta gives, aside from new material, the same 
maxims more elaborately, adding some elucidating remark or introducing a. pew 
aspect under which a certain law is applicable.” Dr. Malter proceeds to discuss, 
in the light of Dr. M.S. Zuckermandel’s views, some of the problems connected 
with the Tosefta. Dr. Zuckermandel thinks that the Tosefta is really the 
original Palestinian Mishnah as compiled by R. Judah ha-Nasi. ‘The famous 
work known to us under the name Mishnah 1s not the original word of R. Judah, 
but the makeshift of the Babvlonian Amoraim, who, living outside Palestine 
under different countries and different customs and practices, felt themselves 
called upon to modify the ‘code of Judah, in- order that 
it might fit Babylonian conditions, and become, as Palestine, 
the authoritative code of the people. The changes and alterations, 
which the Babylonian Amoraim took the liberty of making in R. Judah’s Mishnah 
during a period of several centuries, were of such a thorough-going nature that 
the code which they finally produced, namely, the work that goes under the name 
of Mishnah, and is ascribed to R. Judah, was entirely different from its prototype, 
the original Mishnah of that Palestinian teacher, which was preserved to us in a 
mutilated form and under the wrong name of Tosefta. The Babylonian Talmud, 
which was hitherto thought to be based on the genuine Mishnah of R. Judah, is 
in fact the mutilator of that Mishnah and the maker of a new one on which it 
bases itself... The Palestinian Talmud, on the other hand, is, according to Dr. 
Zuckermandel, based on the Tosefta. Dr. Malter, on the whole, accepts Zucker- 
mandel’s theory, which (despite the difficulties that may be raised against it) has 
indeed much to commend it. At all events, the writer of this article deserves our 
thanks for so carefully presenting the case.

The question remains, what, if any, are the practical consequences of his (Dr. 
Are we to 
remake the Halakic codes and to revise their decisions so as to bring them in accord with 
the teachings of the Tosefta? Here again Dr. Zuckermandel remains true to the con- 
servative principles of “historical Judaism” as laid down by his teacher Zecharias 
Frankel. For the Reformer, he says, the whole question has no bearing whatever on 
practical life, inasmuch as he has freed himself entirely from the authority of the Talmud 
and cares not whether we decide aecording to the Yerushalmi or the Babli. For the 
conservative, too, the problem and its solution are only of a scholarly and theoretical 
interest ; in practice we stand where history has placed us. The Babylonian Talmud 
was the instrument by which Providence chose to make the Jew what he is. It was 
this Talmud that shaped and moulded the lives and characters of millions of our ances- 
tors throughout the generations past, and it is this Talmud that still actuates us in the 
present. Whether its methods of interpretation were right or wrong from a critical 
point of view—historically it has been the “ Fountain of Life” for all Israel. It has 
preserved Israel's unity against all schismatic tendencies throughout the entire Diaspora, 
a unity as needful to-day as ever before. Theoretically, however, we cannot close our 
eyes to the l'ght and we must accept the results of scientific research, even when they 
contradict our cherished traditions. The restoration of the original text of the Mishnah 
‘and a critical revision of the Halakah on the basis thereof is, aoe, a task worthy 
of scholarly effort. | 


This distinction between theory and practice accords entirely with the 
teachings of the Breslau school. Sift authorities, believe what you like, but— 
follow the established Halaka. I am not now concerned to discuss this theory 
again. But it is, I hold, a mere stop-gap. It cannot be a permanent solution ; it 
sets up a Church in opposition to critical truth. Dr. Zuckermandel and the whole 
Breslau school simply represent a High-Church Judaism. The problem, he says, 
has no meaning to the Liberal. What a strange delusion! It was this problem 
as to sources that made Geiger the Liberal he was. So far from having no 
practical bearing on the life of the Liberal, it was one of the chief influences in 
directing that life. | ! | 

Another article on Rabbinic Law is contributed by Dr. V. Aptowitzer of 
Vienna ; this treats of ‘‘ The Controversy over the Syro-Roman Code.” Whence 
come the non-Roman elements found in this “ singular code of laws dating from 
the fifth century of the Christian era, which was edited and translated by 
Edward Sachau and interpreted from the point of view of comparative and 
‘historical jurisprudence by K. G. Bruns thirty years ago.” L. Mitteis, of Leipzig, 
seeks these non-Koman elements in Greek law, D. H. Miiller, of Vienna, finds 
them in Oriental law. Dr. Aptowitzer explains the grounds of the dispute, and 
adds strength to Professor Miiller’s contention. 

The Rev. M. H. Segal (of Newcastle-on-Tyne) gives us some good notes on the 
Zaddokite documents, published by Dr. Schechter.

“DOING IS A DEADLY THING.,’’—(J. Mearns). 

Mr. Mearns, in the Journal of Theological Studies, essays to defend the hymn 
containing the line, ‘‘ Doing is a deadly thing, doing ends in death.” But he does 
not succeed. It is quite true that righteousness avails nothing if it become self- 
righteousness, and the best of men are the first to declare that they appear before 
God destitute of goodness. ‘‘ What are we and what is our piety’ ” asks the 
Jewish liturgist, who would have agreed with Toplady’s sentiment: ‘‘ Nothing in 
my hand I bring.”’ 

But the criticism which Froude directed against the hymn defended by Mr. 
Mearns was just. The line quoted does not merely assert that man can do nothing 
in relation to the stupendous calls of righteousness. It disclaims effort, it belittles 
duty. It is one thing to say: Hard is it for man to attain; it is another thing 


‘to say that it is deadly to try.’ The end of the matter is: Keep the command 


ments. 

Nor is this confusion contined to the author of the hymn. For in one of his 
charges a late Prelate said: ‘‘ Judaism bids men do good ; Christianity bids them 
be good’’—an altogether distorted contrast, distorted in its exaggeration of con- 
trast, and distorted in its moral outlook. The attempt to separate conduct from 
character is fatal to religion. Yet this is what the Prelate attempted. We may 
be doubtful as to much, but we are quite clear on one point: Doing is the way to 
life, it is man’s only chance in the difficult struggle of being. 

JEFETH ON NAHUM.~—(H. Hirschfeld.) 

The third Publication issued by Jews’ College is by Dr. H. Hirschfeld. This 
learned scholar gives us Japhet ben Ali’s Commentary on Nahum with Introduc 
tion and Notes. But Dr. Hirschfeld is one of the few specialists who have some 
consideration for those whose main studies le in a different field, but whose 
interest is none the less keen in the results of Arabic research. Dr. Hirschfeld, 
in short, franslates his Arabic text, and thus all students of the Bible can use it. 
The translation bad to be abridged because of limits of space. The Council of 
Jews College has done well in establishing this series of Publications, and it will 
do better if it allows its essayists a little more room in which to develop their 
various theses. 

In his Introduction, the editor deals with several important problems. 
‘Whence came the great exegetical activity among the Jews in Arabo-speaking 
countries during the tenth and eleventh centuries’”  $So Dr. Hirschfeld asks. 


His answer is: It was undoubtedly an outcome of the struggle between the 


Rabbanites and the Qaraites.” But this is not the old answer. It used to be 
said that Hebrew exegesis of the more scientific type was derived from the 
Karaite sectarians. Itis truer to say, with Dr. Hirschfeld, that it was derived from 
the Karaite heresy by repulsion rather thanattraction. ‘‘Saadyah’s Bible exegesis, 
not less than his polemical writings, was undertaken with a view to preventing the in- 
trusion of Qaraite doctrines into the Rabbanite camp. His employment of the Arabic 
language, moreover, shows that his translations and commentaries were meant for 
the people. It was probably this circumstance, more than anything else, that 
aroused Qaraites to like efforts, with the result that within a short space of time 
there sprung up a series of commentaries not only on the Pentateuch, but also on 
other books of the Bible, written by Qaraite authors.” 

Of all these Karaite writers, none wrote so often or so well as Jefeth ben Ali, 
a younger contemporary of Saadyah. Jefeth’s object was not only to expound 
the text, but also to refute Saadyah. ‘This, at any rate, is the impression 
gained by the perusal of his commentary on the Pentateuch.” But as Jefeth 
proceeded, his aim grew less and less polemical. ‘*' His commentaries on the other 
books of the Bible are, with few exceptions, free from attacks on the Rabbanites, 
and it seems that when once be had exhausted his polemics, he proceeded in a 
more scientific spirit. For this reason he fully deserves our interest.” © This 
remark does credit to Dr. Hirschfeld’s own geniality of disposition. To some of 
us Jefeth is most ‘interesting ” when he is most abusive of his opponents. Still, 
when Saadyah has been cursed a few dozen times the process palls, and Jefeth 
would not have retained the position he won, were it not for his real contributions 
to exegesis. | 

But in what sense were these contributions of permanent worth?  ‘‘ The 
question might be asked, what help we can expect from interpreters of the 
Saadyah and Jefeth type, for modern Bible study, and whether it is worth the 
trouble to make them accessible to large circles of students.” Dr. Hirschfeld 
proceeds to reply to this question. In the first place, the vigorous scientific 
activity thus revealed among Jews of the Moslem world “ well repays research.” 
As a fact of history, the movement is of lasting interest. 
not exhaust the value of these writings. Their authors spoke a language closely 
akin to that of the Bible. Many intricacies of the Hebrew language were to them 
less intricate than they are tous. Many expressions which we consider obscure 
on account of their rare occurrence, were familiar to them through their own 
vernacular.’’ And there is one thing more. We are nowadays dependent on 
Western scholars for our understanding of the Bible—an Eastern Book. Much 
nonsense has been written by these Westerns, just because they are not 
Easterns. But Saadyal and Jefeth, “being Orientals, had a clearer eye for 
the local colour of the Bible. Jefeth, in particular, wrote in the land of the Book.’’ 

Dr. Hirschfeld has much more of interest to say in his Introduction. He very 
skilfully argues that a good deal in the conflict between Jefeth and Saadyah was

caused by political as much as by religious differences. ‘“ The criticism levelled 
against Saadyah by subsequent Qaraite authors may have been inspired by 
sectarian bias, but was mainly dictated by the events of the day.” How true 
this is of Jewish controversy throughout the ages, and down to our own time! 
Jefeth read ‘‘ Bagdad” into the ‘‘ Nineveh” of Nahum, and his followers con- 
tested Saadyah’s Messianic calculations because it was not certain what was to 
come after the supersession of the Abbasids. ‘‘ The Jews were led to hope that 
the overthrow of the Abbaside Caliphs would carry with it the abolition of these 
restrictions and a possible restoration of something like independence in the Holy 
Land.” Both Rabbanites and Karaites were agreed in this hope, but they fought 
over the exact hour when it was to be realised. | 


And we are doing the same thing 
now. 


TWO PERIODICALS. 


_ Reference has been made above to one of the articles in the current number 
of the Journal of Theological Studves. The number is chietly occupied with medieval 
Church texts. Buta short article by the present writer, deals with the problem, 
‘How did the Jews Baptize.” In reply to the Rev. C. F. Rogers, Mr. I. 
Abrahams adduces arguments which lead him to this conclusion: “It seems to 
me that there is no adequate ground for doubting that Jewish baptism in the first 
century was by total immersion.” 

Marti’s Zeitsehrift (7.A.7T.W.), besides the third and completing article of B. 
Duhm on the Minor Prophets, and contributions by W. Liidtke to the Slavonic 
Apocrypha, has a good paper by K. Albrecht on {’ in the Mishnah. As a supple. 
ment to the 7.4.1’. W., there has now appeared W. Frankenberg’s monograph on 
the Odes of Solomon (‘' Das Verstindnis der Oden Salomos”)-—with a Greek 
translation from the Syriac. Frankenbery’s essay, ditfersentirely from Harnack’s 
assumption that the Odes are of Jewish provenance. They. retlect, he holds, 
rather the Alexandrian exegesis of Christians such as Clement and Origen. 1. A. 
IS JUDAISM NECESSARY TO-DAY? , 

Under this title an eloquent article is contributed to the current number of 
the North American Revie by Mr. Abram S. Isaacs. Much that Mr. Isaacs has 
to say will be strongly contested by Jews themselves, for his article undoubtedly 


smacks of a strong assimilative bias. A few months ago, the writer records, two 


friends were discussing the subject of the various religions; theonea Presbyterian, 
& lawyer by profession - the other an Israelite, a physician of repute. In the course 
of the conversation, the lawver was asked his opinion on Judaism. ‘‘ To tell you 
frankly,” the reply came without any hesitation, “I regard it as entirely unneces 
sarv to-day. The world can get along without it. Its work ended long ago. All 
that is good and useful in it has been utilised by other creeds.” When he was 
further questioned to account for its survival, he rejoined: “Why, it is purely an 
arrested development, interesting as an archi logical study, that is all. Of course, 
I admit that I have met very few Jews and have read little, if anything, about 
their religion or history.” 

Mr. Isaacs points out that there is nothing exceptional or exaggerated in this 
statement. The Jl fuit argument applied to Judaism, the view that it is 
essentially an anachronism in the currents of the later centuries and in an 
atmosphere of Yankee notions, is by no means rare. 

The writer discusses the reason for this view. That Judaism should be 
regarded as unnecessary, he says, is due mainly to two special CAUSES, The tirst 
springs from the density of popularignorance. Mr. Isaacs complains that. 

Greece and Rome find a conspicuous place in the school text-book —-the history of 
the Jew is limited to a few pages, ending with the destruction of Jerusalem by Titus, 
when two thousand vears of wandering through the worlds Juve dolorosa, a record 
thrilling, eventful, of far-reaching consequences, receives ahsolutely no mention. In 
standard works on education Judaism is considered a negligible quantity, although long 
before the medieval schoolmaster the rabbis were teachers of what in large measure 
might be called the new education. In pretentious volumeson the history of religions, 


Judaism, if discussed atall, is restricted practically to the era of the Old Testament, all 
later developments being omitted as without historie significance. Ina recently issued 
work, devoted to what has been done in the United States for the year, all sects and 
creeds being duly chronicled, no provision was made in the schedule for American 
Judaism, with two million adherents, so unnecessary did it appear. 

When the scholar, the theologian, the historian, are satisfied with partial know- 
ledge and unjust discrimination, says the writer, what wonder that the people 
continue in their ignorance. 

The second contributing factor to present-day ignorance of Judaism, says Mr. 
Isaacs, has been the Jew himself. ‘“‘ While not primarily responsible for the 
mediwval Ghetto into which he was cast like a hunted criminal, lie is at fault if in 
lands that assure him civil and religious freedom he retains a trace of the Ghetto 
spirit, any aloofness or exclusiveness, any peculiarity or attitude that may single 
him out as an alien for which his religion and not his personal idiosyncracies: is 
blamed.” Many Jews, says Mr. Isaacs, have still to discriminate between sub- 
stance and shadow, reality and counterfeit, in their ancestral religion and its 
traditions, which have become so closely intermingled that more than ordinary 
heroism is required to cut the knot. “Until they have learned the lesson, and 
have abandoned their voluntary Ghetto, with its narrowness and conceit, they 
have largely to blame themselves for such. ignorance and antipathy as are 
encountered.” 


What, asks the writer, taking up the main threads of his theme, are the 
qualities in a religion which make it necessary to-day ? 

\ religion. must first be rational—it must appeal to the reason and not stultify 
human intelligence as the fundamental basis of belief. It must concern itselt primarily 
with the lives and welfare of its adherents on earth and not dwell neadiasaly on the 
delights and terrors of another world, angelic raptures, demonic frenzies. Its ethical 
strength must be without a tlaw—there must be no dallying with the moral principle fo1 
self-aggrandizement. Its ultimate aim must be human betterment, not the extirpation 
of all who hold other views. Macaulay could not have cry: tallised the matter more 
tersely when he wrote that the doctrine of bigotry is simply this: “I am in the right and 
you are in the wrong. When you are the stronger you agree to tolerate me, for it is 
your duty to tolerate truth. But when [am the stronger I shall persecute you, for it is 
my duty to persecute error.” — A religion, finally, must make its followers better, more 
helpful, more blessed, so that its influence shall be recognised more and more for good. 

How far does Judaism satisfy the test ? 

Judaisni is rational, for its fundamental doctrines are in accord with human intelli 
gence. These are the Unity of God and the unity of mankind, which form a conimon 
brotherhood, even as the Deity is the Father of all races and creeds. Its ideal is univer- 
sal peace and righteousness, to be brought about by the gradual dittusion of justice, 
kindness and bumility. ‘Its aim is the attainment of the perfect life among its adherents, 
which its rites and ceremonies have in view and to ack they are subordinated. Its 
ethics are unsurpassed for breadth and beauty—they have become so absorbed and 
utilised that the world fails to recognise its debt. It plants itself on earth and speculates 
little about the next world, preferring to make a heaven of earth instead of transplant- 
ing the passions and weaknesses of earth to heaven. Its highest conception of the future 
is of all creeds and nations acknowledging one God and worshipping as brethren. ‘It 
seeks no proselytes: all who lead pious lives, whatever their creed or race, inherit 
eternal bliss, is its traditional saying. And it has held to this gracious optimism despite 
two thousand vears of travail.’ “Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself,’ ~ Have we 
not all One Father’ are its golden texts for all time. 

Mr. Isaacs adds that it is, however, the survival of Judaism, with its 
essential belief still powerful, its hold on its adherents practically unchanged, its 
ethical platform broad and inspiring, in other words, its vitality undimmed, that 
proves its right to be called a religion necessary to-day. A religion that has 
survived so much cannot be unnecessary. A vitality that has stood persecution 
proof for ages must have a further part to play. If the thought of Emerson be 
true, “every lash intlected isa tongue of tlame, every prison a inore illustrious 
ubode, every burnt book or house enlightens the world, the practical crucifixion of» 
an entire race for nearly twenty centuries because it refused to be disloyal to its 
flay is the most powerful proof that it must possess a message aud a warning 
necessary in some form-for mankind to-day.” |

ANNUAL REPORT. 


‘CONCLUDED... 

In our last issue we summarised that portion of the Report for the vear 1910, 
which dealt with the Jewish Colonisation Association’s activities in the New World. 
We now present the principal points of the Report reviewing the operations in the 


Old World. 
PALESTINE. 


In consequence of the unfavourable climatic conditions, the cultivation of 
cereals in Palestine gave only meagre results. In the Association’s colonies, how- 
ever, thanks to superior methods of cultivation adopted by the colonists, the 
harvest, while appreciably inferior to that of previeus years, generally attained a 
fairly satisfactory average, and the economic situation appears to improve. The 
produce of non-irrigated arbustive cultivation (vines, almond and olive trees), on 
the other hand, was very bad. _ Happily the advance in the price of wines which 
set in a year ago has. partly compensated for the losses the vine-growing colonists 
suffered owing to the bad harvest. The Vine Dressers’ Co-operative Society is 
selling its wines this year at much higher prices than before, and it is very likely 
that when it closes its accounts for the year, there will be a considerable surplus 
which will enable it to increase the sum paid to its members for the grapes of the 
last vintage. The orange gardens planted within recent years in the neighbouring 
colomes of Jaffa are commencing to be productive, and will constitute for their 
owners an !mportant source of revenue. 

The year 1910 was exceptionally bad for the colonists at Rishon le Zion. The 
gross profit from the harvest was only 121,213 francs and the net profits 20,350 
francs, whereas in 1909 the figures were 170,510 francs and 70,000 franes respec- 
tively. The situation, however, is not critical. When the Mafrou: at Bededjen 
is completed and when the arbustive plantations are productive, the colonists, for 
the most part, without being altogether in comfortable circumstances, will have 
enough on which to live. ‘The orange groves at Rishon are always well kept. The 
plantation of the colonist Levine produced nearly 35,500 cases, which realised 
16,000 francs. The colonist Abramovitz continues, as in past years, to cultivate 
several dius of land with the geranium rosa, and obtained nearly 20,000 kilos 
of leaves. From the distillation he obtained 20 kilos of essence, which he sold 
for 700 frances. In spite of the bad vear nearly all the colonists at Maskereth 

Jathva have obtained from. their cultivat:ions vields as high as those of the 


previous vear. This result is for the most part due to improvements which they 
incessantly carried out on the land. The gross value of the harvest was 144,918 
francs against 153.112 franes in 1909. 9 The diminution is due to the fact that five 


colonists did not cultivate their land as they observed the Shenta (Sabbatical 
vear). The thirty other colonists, while not leaving their land uncultivated, 
partly respected the Sabbatical vear by employing native labour. which increased 
their expenses. As the new almond and orange plantations at Petach Tikvah are now 
productive, there has been a marked improvement in the situation of the colonists. 
They hope, in a short time, to be able to live from the vield of these plantations, 


in which they have placed not only all their own money, but also foreign capital, — 


which they will repay when the produce is developed. The total revenue was 
166,971 francs, against $70,000 frances in 109. The cultivation of cereals yielded 
bad results, but happily the produce of the arbustive plantations compensated 
larvely for the losses occasioned. The trees in general are well cared for by the 
colonists. The 1,200 dirt, of orange plantations yielded 83,000 cases, of the 
approximate value of 270,000 francs. Orange growing 1s every year assuming 


sreater extension. Immense Jewish capital in Palestine is employed in this | 


cultivation: in the region of Judea alone Jews have planted nearly 7,000 cdrenens 
of orange groves, In which they have invested more than 5,000,000 francs. The 
profits of the dependent colonists were 73.609 francs Yross, and 21,725 francs net 
(80,167 frances gross, and 29,763 francs net in 1909), and of the independent 


colonists 235,611 francs gross, and 8,175 francs net (against 159,732 frances gross, 


and 54,719 frances net in 190%). 


The vintage of 1909 at Rishon le Zion and Zichron Jacob, the produce of 
which was sold during 1909-10, was about the same as in the previous year. The 
financial situation of the Vine Dressers’ Co-operative Society is good. 

There are no special features worth noting in connection with the colonies 
in Samaria, Tiberias and Upper Galilee. An exception may, however, be made 
in respect to Rosh-Pinah, where the inclination and interest of young men in 
agricultural labour has not diminished. Girls are also beginning to occupy them- 
selves with gardening, but they will not work in the fields. 

The population in the former colonies of Baron Edmond de Rothschild (those 
dealt with above) was 5,451, and in the colonies of the Association (Waad-el 
Hanine, Katra, Rehoboth Hederah, Mishmar Hayarden and Sedjerah) 1405. 

On the Ist January, 1911, the number of borrowers of the Loan Fund in 
Jerusalem was 501, who owed altogether 97,104 francs. Since its establishment, 
the Fund has granted 1,220 loans. The initial capital of 100,000 francs has been 
increased by 25,000 francs, interest paid by the borrowers. 

The tenants of the fiftv-three tenements, known as Nahalath Zion in Jeru- 
salem, paid 8,932 francs. Six of the tenants have entirely paid the value of their 
dwellings, and will, therefore, receive the title-deeds. In the Nahalath Zadoe 
Dwellings, seven tenements are already occupied. 


CYPRUS. 


_ In consequence of the arrival of new families from Russia, the Jewish popu- 
lation of the colonies in Cyrus has increased, and is now 110 instead of 61 in 1909. 
Eucalyptus is continuing to be planted on the low-lying and marshy lands situated 
near the dwellings. These plantations appear to have exercised a_ beneficial 
influence on the sanitary state of the colonies, which has much improved during 
the past two years. The cattle belonging to the colony has not increased. Their 
value is estimated at £1,520. The colonists, too much absorbed in the work of 
cultivation, do not-attach to cattle breeding the importance it deserves. | 


TURKEY IN ASIA. 


The legal situation of the colony at Maamouré (Karaya) in Anatolia has been 
regularised. The Government has transmitted to the colonists the title deeds of 
the plots which they occupy. Fifteen plots which had become vacant through 
the departure of former colonists, are now occupied by new comers from Russia. 
They have received no assistance from the Association and they purchased with 
their own means the implements and live stock which they required. | 

‘The Association has opened at Constantinople an office with the special object 
of giving advice to numerous Jewish families originally from southern Russia, 
who desire to settle in Turkey as agriculturalists. Two groups of these families 
are negotiating for the purchase of property in the neighbourhood of Constanti- 
nople. The Association has granted a loan to one group in order to pay @ portion 
of the price of one of the estates. . 

Last year the Association sent to Asiatic Turkey a Commission which was 
charged with the duty of studying the resources that the still sparsely inhabited 
and badly cultivated regions of this vast region might offer for Jewish colonisa- 
tion. This Commission comprising MM. Niégo and Oettinger and M. Younes (an 
engineer), spent over six months in surveying the northern part of Mesopotamia 
and Cilicia. They inspected several extensive estates whic would be suitable 
for the installation of several hundreds of families. They called special attention 
toa group of estates in the central part of Mesopotamia forming a single blook of 
more than 1,000 square kilometres, which could be entirely cultivated provided 
they were irrigated, But irrigation would only be possible after the execution of 


the great scheme elaborated by Sir William Wilcox for the drainage and reclama- 
tion of Mesopotamia. This scheme would necessitate the carrying out of works at 
a cost of 200 million francs, and it appears that a long time must elapse before 
this amount could be raised. On the other hand, security of life and property in 
Mesopotamia as well as Cilicia seems far from being assured, and the colonists 
who would be settled there would have to suffer considerably from the incursions 
of nomad Bedouin tribes encamped there for centuries. The conclusion, there. 
fore, arrived at by the Commission was that in the present state of the country it 
was premature to start Jewish colonisation there. 


RUSSIA. 


The report is entirely silent on the political and economic situation of the 
Jews, the usual introduction to the chapter on Russia being confined to a tribute 
to the late Baron de Giinzburg. The details given on the subject of Russia dealt 
mainly with the agricultural colonies and the elementary, technical and agricul. 
tural schools in various parts of the Empire which are subventioned by the 
Association. The workshops in eighteen technical schools would appear. to have 
been productive, as the agyregate revenue which in 1909 was 68,064 roubles, rose 
to 104,853 in 1910, an increase of 54 per cent. Two schools alone (Kherson and 
Odessa) provided 55,246 roubles. At the schools in Wilna, Elisabethgrad, Minsk (due 
to the opening of a section for electricians), Odessa, Bielostok and Tsechanovetz the 
output increased by 100 per cent. compared with 1909. Statistics of the placing 
of tifteen apprentices who had completed their ter.a at the school in Bielostok show 
that one of them is now earning twelve dollars a week at steel works in New York. 
There were, during the year, 3,118 pupils in sixteen technical schools for girls. 
Technical classes for adult artisans are held at Wilna (4), Odessa, Mohileft, 
Bielostok and Czenstochowa. Fifty elementary schools (with 7,588 pupils at. the 
end of the year) received grants from the Association, which, ,in addition, 
subventioned eighteen elementary schools at Odessa owing to their embarrassed 
financial situation. The Municipality of Odessa no longer allocates to the schools 
the share due to them from the tax on kosher meat, and prohibits them from 
making collections or giving performances, which are almost their sole sources of 
Income. 

The operations of the Loan Funds, founded in a large number of localities to 
meet the needs of the working: class population, are being carried on normally. 
The borrowers discharge their habilities punctually. 

Other undertakings in which the Association is interested are the sanitary 
dwellings at low rents in Wilna, Bobruisk and smaller places. | 


ROUMANIA. 
The chapter on Roumania treats exclusively of the encouragement which the 
Association continues to give to Jewish education. This’ encouragement is 


necessitated by the poverty of the Jewish communities in general, and the rigor- 
ous measures taken by the Government in respect to private schools, the category 
in which Jewish schools are placed. The Association has helped a large number 
of communities to erect school buildings, and it now subventions 37 schools, 
elementary and technical, which had at the end of the vear 7,114 pupils (5,674 
boys and 3,410 girls), against 8,314 at the beginning of the vear. This large 
decrease is attributed to emivration and removals. 


GALICIA. 
The general situation of the Jews in Galicia vave rise during 1910 to several 
conferences, convened by the Association. The situation, always precarious, 


requires special attention, particularly on account of a new licensing law, which 
came into operation on the Ist January, 1911, and threatens a larve number of 
innkeepers with the loss of their livelihood. ‘The representatives at the Confer 
ence decided to create an organisation in Galicia, destined to improve the existing 
state of things, in co-operation with Jewish institutions outside Galicia. Measures 
towards this end will be carried out during 1911. 

By the creation of three additional Loan Funds, the number of these institu- 
tions in Galicia has risen to 23. On the 3ist of December these 23 Funds 
had 19,143 members. During the vear 14,754 loans, to the amount of 3,146,746 
Austrian crowns were granted, as against 12,798 loans to the amount of 2.613,060 
crowns in 1909. The reserve funds amount to 187,366 crowns, more than half of 
the capital (363,760 crowns). 

Assistance was given to the Carpentry School at Stanislau and the Farm 
School at Slobodka-Lesna. 


EMIGRATION. 


Statistics relating to emigration indicate that during 1910 more that 94,000 
Jews were allowed to land in the United States as compared with 67,000 in 1909 
and in Canada 5,213 against 2,995. In the Argentine Republic there were 6.581 
Jewish immigrants against 8,557 in 1909; the reduction is accounted for by the 
fact that in that vear a large number of emigrants who could not go to North 
America owing to the financial crisis proceeded to the Argentine. The figures for 
1910 would have been still heavier. but for the severe conditions imposed by the 
countries of immigrants on intending settlers. According to the information 
furnished by the various emigration centres and their branches in Russia, more 
than 80,000 Jews left that country during the year. Upwards of three-fourths 
went to the United States (50,570 vii New York) and the remainder to Canada, 
the Argentine, Brazil, Palestine and other countries. In Roumania. the 
Association dealt with 1,059 Jewish emigrants (against 688 in 1909), 
152 of whom were sent away by means of grants from it, while 
907 took advantage of concessions which the Association obtained for them, such 
as free passports, facilities for crossing the frontiers, and travelling tickets at 
reduced rates. 

In Russia the Association has subventioned English classes for adults at 
Minsk, Lodz, and Kovno. Manuals and pocket dictionaries in English and Spanish 
were distributed. 

Subventions were granted to the Israelite Alliance in Vienna, the Hilfsverein 
in Berlin, the Committee for Assisting Jewish Emigrants in Basle, the Ezra 
Society in Antwerp, the Montefiore Society in Rotterdam, and the Jewish Board 
of Guardians in J.ondon, all in respect to emigration work. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


A number of institutions engaged in educational and humanitarian work con- 
tinued to receive grants from the Association. These include the Alliance 
Tsraélite Unwverselle (for its teachers’ training school in Paris, the Agricultural 
School at Jaffa, the farm school at Djedeida, and the Technical School at Jerusalem, 
the pupils of which readily find employment in Palestine itself as well as abroad, 
especially in Egypt); the Seminary at Frankfort on the Main: the Horticultural 
School at Ahlem (Hanover); the Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls and 
Women in London; and the Paris Association for the Repression of the White 


Slave Traffic, the agents of which were occupied with more than 9,000 young girls 
in the year 1910.

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About Friendly Societies. 


HE spirit of progress is abroad! One -of the oldest and most conservative 


of the societies, the ‘Jewish Mutual Birmingham Benefit,” intends to take 

unto its bosom.a collector. In cold print the announcement appears to be 

anything but epoch-making, yet it marks a forward step that will not 

be lost upon the elder members of this fine old seciety. Hitherto, it has 
been necessary for members or their wives or children to trudge in all winds and 
weathers to the bar parlour of a public-house, there to hand in the weekly sub- 
scription. As far as the ‘‘ Birmingham ™ is concerned, it must be admitted that 
members preferred to bring their own subscriptions, and enjoy a quiet chat with 
their cronies over a pipe and a glass of ale. Many were the topics touched upon 
in the cosy parlour of mine host of the “Green Man.” 


These gatherings reminded me very often of the cdferies that must have 
anchored at the Jewish cotfee taverns of another generation. A goodly proportion 
of the “ Birmingham's” founders have passed to their long rest. There was Mr. 
Judah Costa, pompous and immaculate, genial Mr. John Levy (“Johnny Gates”), 
and old Mr. Lawrence Levy, who served it so faithfully and well. What these 
estimable folk would have thought of the appointment of a collector I shudder to 
surmise.

One very striking feature of the State Insurance Scheme, in connection with 
which a representative meeting was recently held, is to be discerned in 
the fact that as soon as a hint of its character became known, a small Jewish 
society at once took the initiative and called a conference. The larger Orders 
went about their business dreamily or buried their heads, ostrich-like, in the 
sand. So much for their enterprise. ‘The lesson should be taken to heart. Mr. 
Messias told me that the entire expense of calling the conference had been borne 
by the United Brotherhood Benetit Society.  *‘ We hope,” he wrote to me at the 
time, that those other Jewish societies, in whose interests we have been working, 
will shortly contribute their share towards the expense incurred,”

The shortcomings of Clause 35 of the National Insurance Bill, as far as it 
affects aliens, have been pointed out to Mr. Lloyd George in a recently-issued 
memorandum. The point is made clear that even the youngest of members must; 
in accordance with prescribed society rules, have been resident in this country not 
less than twelve months, and have passed a searching medical examination. 
This, it is averred, should serve to remove the impression “that aliens, by being 
included 1a the scheme, are apt to increase the risk by reason of their unsatisfac- 
tory state of health.” It is to be feared that the Bill has gone almost too far 
along the road that leads to the Statute Book for any satisfactory action to be 
taken. <A circular of this character would have done a world of good in the early 
days of the scheme. Whether it is of any avail now is on the knees of the gods. 


Competition among the societies for “ young and healthy members” is: becom. 
ing keener than ever. Before me le half-a-dozen balance-sheets, in each of which 
some inducement 1s held out to brethren to introduce new blood. To the member 
Introducing six new candidates during a quarter, one lodge offers a loving-cup— 
whether of silver, electro-plate or earthenware is not stated. Another dangles a 
silver-gilt medal before the eyes of its members, but none are sufficiently alert to 
offer a period of immunity from subscriptions to the successful candidate hunters. 
Loving-cups are all very well, but your working-class member prefers hard cash. 


What are the ethics of sick visitation, and when ii// Secretaries bring a little 
grain of common sense to bear upon the discharge of their duties? Here is a case 
in point: I received a printed card requesting me to ‘* please visit to-day and once 
every week for the next four weeks, your brother member Mr. ——, who is con- 
fined by sickness.” Enquiries at the house elicited the fact that the member was 
at business and had “declared off.” This, notwithstanding, | am enjoined to 
make a pilgrimage once weekly to the house of the member who is not ill, simply 
because the Secretary says lam todo so. By the way, it would be interesting to 
know the position of the visitor who, in his report, expresses a candid opinion of 
the condition of the presumed sick person. A member may conscientiously believe 
that a man has no real right to declare on the funds, but the question arises 
whether, by so expressing his views, the visitor lays himself open to the rigours of 
the law. 

There is not the least doubt that sick visitation is the b’te noire of the majority 
of society members. The visitor feels much like a hypocrite when commiserating 
with a brother member whose name even is unfamiliar to him, and whom he 
would hesitate to own asa brother, even in the way of society amenities. Of 
course, some societies have surmounted ‘the difficulty by appointing paid sick 
visitors, who devote a great part of their time to making a round of calls upon 
stricken members. But it has been found that these officials frequently carry out 
their duties either in perfunctory fashion or, by acting as inquisitors, make their 
presence in the home almost intolerable. Of the two, visitation by brother 
1iembers seems to be the lesser of the two evils. But one feels inclined to offer a 


‘kindly word of protest, to the working man who enquires after the health of bis 
brother member at 8.15 in the morning! 


Whatever views may be entertained as to the continued multiplication of small 
societies, the fact remains that the new-comers easily score off the older lodges in 
the way of up-to-dateness of methods. A new society announces in its report that 
“the Sub-Social Committee [? Social Sub-Committee] are trying to arrange a 
summer outing in this happy Coronation year, at the smallest cost, for members. 
their wives, and friends.” One hopes the scheme will be supported. Society 
influence should enter to a far greater extent into the social life of the member. 
aud there seems no earthly reason why these organisations should run along in 
one particular groove, spending time over the discussion of such inanities as 
regalias, and quibbling for hours over points of order. 


I am told that at a recent installation, the leading participators wore gowns 
and conducted the ceremony by the light of candles. The function must have 
savoured of Chanucah ! There is a genera! feeling that society ceremonies should 
be rendered far more impressive than has hitherto been the case, but the danger 
of overdoing the impressive part of the programme is always present. To array 
oneself in a beadle’s cloak and hope thereby to impress folk with the solemnity of 


it all, is unreasonable. Impressiveness is not gained by methods so obviously 
theatrical.

Perhaps one of the most popular events in Clubland is the annual swimming 
competitions, held under the auspices of the Jewish Athletic Association. [nvaria- 
ablv the entries are numerous, and no sooner does the intimation reach the clubs 
of the date fixed for this interesting function, than swimming members start 
training most assiduously.

RABBIS IN POLAND. 


Referring to the position the Rabbis held in Poland 
in the fifteenth century, Prosessor Graetz, in the 
“History of the Jews,” states that the Rabbis in that 
country were important intermediaries for the Crown. 
They had the privilege of collecting the poll-tax from 
the communities, and paying i over to the State. 
Therefore the Rabbis of large towns, who were 
appointed or confirmed by the king, became chiefs 10 
the administration of communal affairs, represented the 
Jews before the Crown, and bore the title of Chief 
Rabbis. The Rabbis retained, .as heretofore, the civil 
jurisdiction, though they were also authorised to banish 
unworthy members, and even to inflict the punishment 
of death. But in the country, which for several cen- 
turies was to become the chief home of the Talmud and 
the nursery of Talmudic students and of the Rabbis, 
which was, in a certain sense, enveloped in @ Talmudic 
atmosphere, in Poland, there were at the beginning of 
the sixteenth century, nO prominent Talmudists; it 
only became the home of the Talmud after the ym- 
gration of numerous German scholars. Coming from 
the districts of the Rhine and Main, from Bavaria, 
Suabia. Bohemia, and Austria, swarms of Jewish 
families had settled on the banks of the Vistula and the 
Dnieper. bringing with them, after the loss of their 
property, their most precious possession, which they 
defended with their lives, and which they could not be 
robbed of, namely, their religious convictions, the cus: 
toms of their fathers, and their Talmudic learning. 
The German Rabbinical School, which at home had no 
breathing-space, established itself in Poland and 
Lithuania, in Rutbenia and Volhynia, spread in all 
directions, and, impregnated with Slavonic elements, 


transformed itself into @ peculiar Polish school.
